IRISH POLICE OUTWITTED | 


HOW RENTS WERE COLLECTED 
BY THREE TRUSIEES. 

THE POLICE WATCHING TO PREVENT 
THE TRANSACTION—NEW PROCEED- 
INGS—FATHER FAHY RELEASED. 

Dustin, Dec. 20.—Mr. Joseph Richard 

Cox, Mr. Jeremiah Jordan, and Mr. Joseph Ed- 

ward Kenny, Parnellite members for East and 

West Clare and South Cork, respectively, suc- 

ceeded yesterday in totally hoodwinking the 

police and in collecting and escaping with all 
the rents due from tenants onthe Vandeleur 
estates in County Clare. They went to Kilrush 
on Friday last. It was known to the police 
that they went there to act as Trustees 
under the plan of campaign to col- 
lect from the tenants of the Vandeleur 
estates the reduced rents refused by the pro- 
prietors. The authorities, however, could not 
ascertain the nature of the arrangement to be 
carried out between the tenants and Trustees, 
and were led to believe that the tenants were to 
assemble at Kilrush on Sunday and hand in the 
rents. The police accordingly were kept on the 
alert, and were instructed to watch for the ar- 
rival of the tenants and to arrest the Trustees 


and secure the money when it had all been hand- 4 
. 3 ove backing since they see that I can beat him at his 


edin. The Trustees,after having sccured the po- 
lice on this tack, appointed three places of ren- 
dezvous outside the town of Kilrush, and 
managed to have all the rebellious ten- 
ants instructed to go to the _ proper 
laces. On Sunday it snowed very hard in 
<ilrush. The Trustees left their hotel separate- 
ly, went each to his appointed rendezvous, col- 
lected the rents, returned unobserved by the po- 
lice, and closed up their business without at- 
tracting any suspicion on the part of the autbori- 
ties, who continued to watch for the assembling 


of the tenants at Kilrush, and finally concluded | 


that either the rigor of the police arrangements 
or the severity of the storm had prevented the 
arrangement from being carried out. As a re- 
sult the Trustees were enabled to get away un- 
molested with all the rents, and some of the 
County Clare authorities are yet in doubt us to 
whether the Vandeleur rents were certainly col- 
lected yesterday or whether the statement that 
they were is not part of a strategem to throw 
the police off their guard against a postponed 
collection. 

Mr. William Redmond, Parnellite member of 
the House of Commons for North Fermanagh, 
was to-day served with asummons to answera 
charge of conspiracy for serving as Trustee of 
rents under the plan of campaign. 

The proceedings against David Sheehy, Par- 
nellite member of Parliament for South Galway, 
for accepting rents as Trustee at Templemore, 
County Tipperary, have been abandoned. 

Father Fahy, the priest who early in Septem- 
ber was sentenced to six mouths’ imprisonment 
for refusing to give bail for good behavior, was 
to-"ay released unconditionally from the Galway 
Jail,in which he had since been confined. Father 
Fahy interceded with Agent Lewis, of .the Clan- 
ricarde estates, iu behalf of a number of tenants 
belonging to the priest’s parish in Woodford, 
who were unabie to pay their rents. Evic- 
tion was threatened, and Father Fahy went to 
save them from being put into the roadway. 
Mr. Lewis treated the priest harshly, and as the 
latter left he said to Mr. Lewis: “ You are hard- 
hearted toward God’s poor. May you repent of 
it.” Lewis at once had the priest arrested and 
charged him with threatening his life—even go- 
ing so far as to declare that Father Fahy said he 
would have him murdered. The magistrates or- 
dered Father Fahy to give bail for good behavior 
or goto jail. Herefusedto furnish bail, for the 
reason that it would be regarded as an admission 
that the charge against him was true. He was 
accordingly imprisoned. The priest was warmly 
received on his release. The city of Galway will 
be illuminated to-night in his honor. 

Mr. Healy will represent Messrs. Dillon, Red- 
mond, Crilly, Harris, and Sheeby at their trial 
here on Thursday next, when they will be called 
upon to answer to the charge of conspiracy in re- 
ceiving, as tenants’ Trustees, reduced rents which 
had been refused by landlords. 

Mr. P. A. Chance, Nationalist member of Par- 
liament for South Kilkenny, writing to a prom- 
inent Nationalist concerning the arrests and 
seizures at Loughrea, charges theexecutive with 
conspiracy, false imprisoument, assault and bat- 
tery, tresspass, trover, and robbery. 

The Leaguers are taking precautions to pre- 
vent another coup like that at Loughrea. In 
some instances they are secretly appointing 
fresh Trustees. 


Lonpbon, . Dec. 20.—The Standard, assum- 
ing that no reuts were collected in Ireland yes- 
terday under the plan of campaign, says: ‘ The 
absence of rent-collecting yesterday in Ireland 
and the fact that the Parnellites are confining 
themselves to heroic talk indicate that the ‘ cam- 

aign’ is ended.”” The Sliandard interprets Mr.

showing an intention on his part to make a 
virtue of necessity by refusing to sanction the 
continuance of the campaign. ‘ The Parnellite 
leaders,” the paper says, “ are not likely to sup- 
port Mr. William O’Brien’s hint to let loose the 
energies of crime.”

THE BULGARIAN DISPUTE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 20.—Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, at the reception of the Bulgarian depu- 


tation yesterday advised the Bulgarians to reach 
an understanding with Russia. The delegates 
visited all the foreign Ambassadors to-day. 
They were unable to see Count Schouvaloff, the 
Russian Ambassador, although they called twice. 

The North German Gazette welcomes the indi- 
cations of a better feeling between Russia and 
Germany, as shown in the recent article in the 
St. Petersburg Messenger. The two nations, says 
the Gazette, recognize that there are permanent 
binding interests common to both. The Gazette 
attributes the press bickerings to the influence 
of partisans of a policy of wevenge against 
France. It says that concord among the Euro- 
pean powers is regarded as inconvenient from 
the English point of view, and that for the Poles 
war against Russia seems the iirst necessity. 
The Gazette rejoices that the Messenger recog- 
nizes that the German policy is ever directed to- 
ward peace, with unshaken confidence in the 
wisdom and firmness of the Czar. 

It has transpired that a number of Bulgarians 
who went to Constantinople after the revolution 
against Prince Alexander at Sofia, presented a 
memorial to the Grand Vizier accusing the Re- 
gents of Bulgaria of responsibility for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs in Bulgaria. These 
retugees subsequently visited in a body the dif- 
ferent Embassies of the powers in Constantinople 
for the purpose of presenting the information 
contained in the memorial to the Grand Vizier. 
The Frenchand Russian Embassies only received 
them. 


Sorta, Dec. 20.—The report that Connt 
Herbert Bismarck has advised the Bulgarian 
delegates to accept Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia 
as ruler of Bulgaria has caused great disappoint- 


ment here. 


EVENTS IN GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The Reichstag Milita- 
ry Committee, by a majority of 12, has exempt- 
ed clergymen from military service. 
Spain has granted to Germany the same trade 


privileges in the West Indies as America en- 
joys under * favored nation” treatment. 

The Socialist paper, Thuringer Wald Post, 
has been seized at Munich for publishing an 
article written by Liebknecht, entitled *‘ Fare- 
well to America.” 

The Boerse was depressed to-day, owing to 
realizings in all departments. There was a slight 
reaction at the close, owing to “ bear” rebuyings. 
Russian stocks were specially weak. 


A TERRIBLE RAILWAY CRASH. 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—A terrible railway col- 
lision occurred at Charkow, Russia, on Saturday, 


resulting in the killing of 13 persons and the in- 
juring of 30 others.

CuHIcaGo, Dec. 20.—The advance in east- 
bound grain and provision rates was to have 
gone into effect to-day, but so far as could be as- 
certained all the roads continued.to take business 


at the old rates. One or twoof the roads claimed 
that they secured a few carloads at the new 
rates, but most of the lines admitted that they 
were taking business at the 25-cent basis, 
claiming that they could not charge a higher 
rate, when itis positively known that the roads 
trom Peoria and other Western junction points 
are taking business at even less than a twenty- 
tive-cent rate. 

From interior Eastern points rates to New- 
England points are even worse cut than through 
export rates from Peoria and Western junction 
aero It appears that the New-England grain 

usiness has been badly demoralized for some 
time past. and particularly so from Ohio 

oints. From these points shipments are made 
ocally to Toledo, Detroit, and other lake points 
over the Wabash and other Obio roads at a cut 
of 5 cents under the Chicago rates, which bas had 
the effect of directing nearly all the New-England 
business from Chicago. This accounts for the 
light east-bound shipments from Chicago during 
the last few weeks and the heavy receipts at To- 
ledo, Detroit, &e. All the Chicago roads, it is 
claimed, are now making a twenty-cent rate to 
New-England points in orderto offset the cut- 
ting from Ohio and other interior points.

NO INCREASE OF TAXATION 


THE SUMATRA TOBACCO BILL 
BADLY BEATEN. 
CONTRASTING YESTERDAY’S VOTE WITH 

THAT OF SATURDAY—A FREE SUGAR 
BILL—WASTEFULNESS IN THE NAVY. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—On Saturday, by 

a@ mnajority of 5 in a vote of 303, the House re- 
fused to consider revenue bills when the 
proposition to take them up had in view a bill to 
reduce taxation. Col. Morrison was beaten, and 
with his defeat passed, it was supposed, the 
chance for changing the tariff laws at this ses- 
sion. To-day, by a majority of 75 in a vote of 
255, the House refused to suspend the rules and 
pass a bill increasing taxation. The two results 
are interesting by comparison and by analy- 
sis. The bill which Mr. Hiscock called 
up to-day he had called up at the close of the 
last session. It proposed to change the law reg- 
ulating the rate of duty on Sumatra leaf tobacco. 
That tobacco, which is very useful for wrapping 
cigars of the cheaper sort, is thin and light. It 
packs well, and under the tariff law, as recom- 
mended by the Tariff Commission and a Repub- 
lican House, the importers have been able to get 
it in so cheaply, and in such quantities, at light 
customs duties as to make the importation felt 
by the producers of domestic tobacco formerly 
used for wrappers. The existing tariff, although 
supposed to be carefully worded, requires the 
payment on leaf tobacco, of which 85 per cent. 
is fit for wrappers, of 75 cents a pound 
unstemmed, and $1 when stemmed. Mr. His- 
cock’s bill. which came up again to-day, en- 
deavored to prevent quibbles about the question 
whether 85 per cent. of a bale was fit for wrap- 
pers. It charged 75 cents a pound on the bale if 
any ofits contents were fit for wrappers, aud $1 
for stemmed tobacco. To the manufacturers of 
cheap cigars the bill has been regarded as dan- 
gerous, The importations by them from Sumatra 


have. been considerable, but small compared 
with the quantity of domestic leaf consumed. 
To impose a higher duty upon Sumatra tobacco, 
the persons interested say, would be to exclude 
a@ useful peer or make it so expensive as to 
compel the use in its place of domestic leaf that 
is not so good for the purpose. 

These reasons, however, do not appear to have 
controllea the House. Stubborn as it had been 
butafew hours before in its refusal to reduce 
taxes, the general conviction that a reduction of 
taxes is necessary and should be considered 
manifested itself in the vote, and encouraged 
the belief that if the question could be brought 
up by some one not committed to any specific 
bill or scheme of revision it would stand a better 
chance than Col. Morrison’s .proposition is 
likely to receive. The members were all sup- 
plied with arguments for and against the His- 
cock bill, those of the Sumatra leaf im- 
porters being printed within red line borders 
and bound in red morocco. When the proposi- 
tion to suspend the rules and pass the bill had 
been made Col. Morrison referred to the fact 
that the House had already refused to consider 
a reduction bill, and now was asked to go into 
the question to increase taxes. Of course be op- 
posed it, and so did Mr. Breckinridge, who 
plainly and vigorously denounced the bill as 
one to give a subsidy of 90 per cent. to domes- 
tic tobacco. That sortof proposition should be 
whipped from the Capitol as the money changers 
were whipped from the temple. The vote was fol- 
lowed with almost as much interest as thatcaston 
Saturday. Atwo thirds vote was required by 
Mr. Hiscock. It was evident from the start that 
he could not getit. Mr. Randall voted against 
the bill and so did most of the Democrats who 
followed him on Saturday. Messrs. Boyle, 
Curtin, and Ermentrout of Pennsylvania, who 
had voted not to consider the reduction bills, 
voted with Mr. Hiscock, but 2U0 Republicans who 
had voted against consideration of the Morrison 
bill voted against Mr. Hiscock’s bill to increase 
taxation. The motion was lost bya vote of 90 
to 165.

In view of the discussion on the subject of re- 
ducing the surplus revenue which took place in 
the Republican Senatorial caucus last week, 


some significance is attached to a concurrent 
resolution offered to-day by Mr. Aldrich and laid 
upon the table for the present at his request. 
The Rhode Island Senator proposes to request 
the President tu enter into negotiations with the 
principal sugar-growing countries, with an eye 
to a bargain by which the United States shall 
get somethinginreturn for removing import du- 
tiesuponsugar. Mr. Aldrich’s scheme, as out- 
lined in his resolution, callsfor an agreement by 
which the United States shall admit sugar and 
molasses duty free from the countries concerned 
and their colonies, provided no export tax has 
been levied on the sugar and molasses, and pro- 
vided that the mineral, agricultural, and manu- 
factured products of this country are admitted 
duty free by the other parties to the bargain. 
As already noted in these dispatches, there was 
a good deal of talk at the Republican caucus 
about the desirability of obtaining concessions 
from sugar-producing countries before cutting 
off from the Government's revenue $52,000,000 
now collected on sugar. and Mr, Aldrich’s reso- 
lution is supposed to have had its origin in that 
debate. It meets the ideas of a good many Sen- 
ators who want to reduce the revenue with as 
little revision of the tariff as possible, but it is 
not so certain that it will receive the support of 
a majority of the Senate. | 


Mr. Randall’s handful of Democratic followers 
propose to hold another “caucus” to-morrow 
evening, partly to rejoice over their success in 


preventing the consideration of Mr. Morrison’s 
tariff bill by joining the Republican protection- 
ists and partly to devide where they will stand 
on the question of cutting down the internal 
revenue taxes on tobacco and whisky. It is not 
expected that they will reach a tinal agree- 
meut, but they will probably appoint a com- 
mittee to ‘confer with the tobacco men 
on the subject and to loos over the list of 
Congressmen and find out how many would 
favor the abolition of the tobacco tax. If the 
prospect for the passage of a measure for that 
purpose is found to be guod the Randallites will 
come out strong for the repeal of the tax, and 
be glad to do so. Under other circumstances 
they may content themselves with advocating a 
reduction of the tax. They will not consent, 
one of them said to-night, to any kind of a propo- 
sition for the repeal of duties on sugar. 


Mr. A. K. Delaney’s" resignation as United 
States Attorney forthe Eastern District of Wis- 
consin has been accepted by the President de- 


spite his entire willingness to withdraw it, and 
to-day the Senate received the nomination of 
William A. Walker to be his successor. Mr. De- 
laney is the gentleman who succeeded after a 
very bitter contest in beating Congressman 
Bragg for the nomination in the Second Wiscon- 
sin District, and himself suffered defeat at the 
yolls at the hands of ex-Congressman Guenther. 
Mr. Delaney was instrumental in securing the 
nomination and election of Gen. Bragg two 
years ago, and in the ante-convention canvass 
this year, he produced a written compact in 
which Gen. Bragg promised to withdraw for 
Deianey’s benefit at the end of histerm. Then 
another compact was unearthed in which Mr. 
Delaney agreed that if Gen. Bragg secured for 
him the oftice of United States Attorney he 
would not oppose the General’s renomination. 
Mr. Delaney was made Attorney, but he de- 
clined to recognize the second compact and won 
the Congressional numination, but wrote to 
Washivgton that if it would be convenient to 
have him continue in office until cases then pend- 
ing in the'courts were disposed of, he would do 
so. This met the views of the Department of 
Justice, and he continued to act as Attorney. 
After he had been defeated by Mr. Guenther Mr. 
Delaney was ready to recall his resignation, but 
nis desire was not gratified. Gen. Bragg had a 
candidate for the District Attorneyship named 
Dodge, »ut the President bas named Mr. Walker, 
who is understood to have received the indorse- 
ment of Postmaster-General Vilas, and to be 
measurably free from the factional. quarrels of 
the Wisconsin Democrats. Mr. Walkeris a young 
lawyer, credited with considerable push and 
energy, and is the Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee, 


Capt. Brown, Pay Inspector Billings, and Pay- 
master Stancliff, the Board on Concentration of 
Naval Purchases, returned from New-York at an 


early hour this morning. They founé the sys- 
tem of purchasing and storing supplies now in 
vogue at the New-York yard to be an exceed- 
ingly badone. The board was shown every 
possible courtesy by Commodore Gherardi, who 
seemed anxious that they should obtain an ade- 

uate idea of the extravagant waste incident to 
the method of making purchases which is now 
to be abandoned. Some of the departments 
of the yard had a large surplus of 
certain articles which other departments 
were sadly in need of and for which they were 
about to make requisitions This condition of af- 
fairs has existed for many years and has been a 
great drain on the public purse. The several 
bureaus of the vy Department have made 

urchases indiscriminately. The same articles 
bave prempeney been advertised fur by each of 
them, costing the Government several prices for 
advertising for proposals. The item cf adver- 
tising under the old system bas been many times 
larger than it should te. Moreover, the pur- 
chasing of supplies in small quantities has 
prevented the officers from procuring them 
at the price they couJd have been obtained for 
had ube department made a lump p 


afterward distributed among the bureaus the 
ene required by each. Tn consequence of 
this faulty system the departments in the sev- 
eral yards have had an uneven share of much of 
the material purchased. Some have been in 
need, while others have been understocked, and 
yet there was no rule under which transfers 
could be made. There was no yard the 
board could have visited that would fur- 
nish them a stronger argument in_ favor 
of the change to go into effect on Jan. 1 
than the New-York Navy Yard. All the bureaus 
have used it for storing surplus property of all 
kinds, and of course the waste of Government 
funds is mure apparent there than elsewhere. 
The board will not make any report on their 
New-York trip, but will, however, verbally rec- 
ommend to the Secretary of the Navy that the 
New-York yard be madea general supply depot 
for the navy. Boston and Norfolk people strongly 
object to such action und have protested against 
it to the Secretary. In_ order to satis- 
fy them, without changing his views 
on the subject, it is barely possible 
that Secretary Whitney will not officially desig- 
nate the New- York yore as the general supply 
depot, but, as one of the officers said: “It will 
be used as such, with or without official designa- 
tion. The New-York yard possesses every ad- 
vantage for such a depot, being at the centre of 
trade and having all the buildings necessary for 
storage purposes.” Ithas been found that the 
Bureau of Equipment could not assume control 
of the Boston Navy Yard by Jan. 1, and accord- 
ingly, in the order about to be issued, the date 
has been changed to February next. In the 
mean time Commodore Schley will effect the 
transfer of the bureau plant now at other yards 
to Boston, 
ah 

There seems to be every probability that not- 
withstanding the fact that the nomination of Re- 
corder Matthews was once rejected by the Sen- 
ate it will besent to that body again. Mr. Mat- 


thews has, according to all accounts, made a 
good officer, and the President is represented as 
being convinced that the appointment is one 
that he will be justitied in requesting the Senato 
to consider again. The objection that he isa 
colored man, and _ therefore ss wgrragee 
to the District, is not regarde as one 
to be weighed. The President has been urged 
by colored Republicans, some of them men 
of prominence in their race to renew the nomi- 
nation. The stories about the income of the 
office are said to be greatly exaggerated. Mr. 
Matthews is reported as saying to-day that the 
income of this year will probably reach $5,000 or 
$6,000, The impression among Senators is that 
he will be again rejected. That means that he 
will not have Democratic support, and a refusal 
of support to the nomination on race grounds 
will certainly not fail to have weight with col- 
ored men at the South, and with equal rights 
men, white and black, in all sections of the 
country. ‘

Every movement of his body is at- 
tepded with severe pain, and the Senator is 
unable to turn himself in bed without assistance. 
Two physicians have charge of the patient. Mr. 
Logan's condition is not such as really to alarm 
his friends, but at the same time they do not like 
the way the disease has been acting in going 
from oue part of the hody to another, knowing 
that if it should strike the heart the conse- 
quences might be very serious. 


George A. Shufeldt, who was to-day appointed 
by the President Marshal to the United States 
Consular Court at Shanghai,is the son of Rear- 
Admiral Robert W. Shufeldt, now on the retired 


list of the navy. Several years ago, when the 
Rear-Admiral was designated to inspect the con- 
sulates of China and Japan, he took with him on 
the mission his son George. The young man 
liked China, and his father secured for him the 
same place he is again selected to fill, About 
seven months ago Louis Standenmayer was rec- 
ommended by the Consul-General for the place, 
andon the approval of his nomination by the 
Senate Shufeldt was thrown out of employment. 
The office did not suit Standenmayer, and he re- 
signed a few days ago, giving Rear-Admiral Shu- 
feldt, who is now in China, an opportunity again 
to secure the office for his son. The place pays 
$1,000 per annum and unlimited fees, 


A short paragraph published in an evening 
paper contains, in connection with a brief mili- 
tary and politica! history of Gen. Egbert L. 
Viele, representative in Congress from the Thir- 


teenth New-York District, the report that the 
Turkish mission, receutly vacated by Mr. Cox, 
has been offered to bim.. Upon inquiry it is 
learned that the report causes surprise at the 
State Department, and is news to the President, 
who has had no intention of depriving the House 
of the services of Mr. Viele, or of sending him 
away on any foreign mission whatever.

The Board of Naval Paymasters appointed to 
examine Passed Assistant Paymaster Louis A, 
York for promotion, has-iinished its work, and 
the record ofthe proceedings is now being pre- 


pared for the consideration of the Secretary of 
the Navy. The charges filed against York by his 
father-in-law were laid before the board and 
were cousidered very damaging. It is under- 
stood thatthe board has failed to recommend 
the officer for promotion upon the ground that 
he is morally uniit for the service. 


Several bills were introduced in the House to- 
day on financial questions. Among them was 
one by Mr. Findlay, of Maryland, to prescribe 
the rate of standard silver of subsidiary coins, to 


enlarge the legal tender quality of the half dol- 
lar, aud to permit the issue of silver certiticates 
on deposits of the same. The bill provides that 
the half dollar shall contain 206% grains of sil- 
ver, the quarter 10343, and the dime 414 grains. 
Half dollars stall be legal tender except where 
otherwise stipulated by contract, and certificates 
shall be issued upon deposits of $10 or multiples 
thereof. The present coins are to be withdrawn 
us rapidly as possible and recoined to con- 
form tu the provisions of this bill. Mr. Wilkius, 
of Ohio, offered a measure to reduce the amount 
of deposit of United States bonds required of 
national banks to $1,000 for each bank, this pro- 
vision not to apply to deposits cf bonds to secure 
deposits of public moneys in the banks. Mr. 
Warner, of Ohio, also offered a bill affecting na- 
tional banks. It requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to invest 90 per cent. of all moneys de- 
posited for the redemption of national bank cir- 
culation in United States bonds not subject to 
call, such bonds to be held to secure the redemp- 
tion of circulation, the interest thereon to be 
covered into the Treasury. No national bank 
sball hereafter be required to keep on deposit as 
security for its circulation, bonds to an amount 
exceeding 20 per cent. of its capital stock, and in 
no case more than $20,000.

Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, offered the follow- 
ing resolution in the House to-day: 

That the Secretary of the Treasury. be requested 

to ascertain whetherany national banking associa- 
tion situated in the city of New-York has, during the 
presses ees loaned its surplus money or depos- 
ts to brokers or other persons operating m stocks 
and bonds without security, and merely upon the 
receipt of interest on the same, for the pur- 
pose of enabling the speculator to lock up 
and prevent the use of money in business trans- 
actions and thereby produce a scarcity of money 
and greatly increase the rates of interest on loans. 
And also whether, during the same period. any of 
said banks for the pespcces aforesaid knowingly 
permitted the total liability of any person, corpora- 
tion, or*tirm to exceed the amount limited by statnte 
in said cases. And that the said Secretary report 
all facts to this House as soon as practicable, with 
such recommendations as he may deem proper. 


The Government will soon institute proceed- 
ings in Boston to test ths validity of the patent 
granted the Bell Telephone Company. Solicitor- 
General Jenks has prepared the draft of a bill 
against the company, and copies of it have been 
sent to Judge Thurman, in Ohio; to Judge 
Lowry, in New-York, and to the other special 
attorneys employed by the Government in this 
case tor their consideration. Action will be de- 
ferred until these gentlemen have expressed 
their views in regard to the proposed bill.

A PROMINENT MASON INSANE.| MONEY AND LIBERTY LOST 


COL. GEORGE NORTHUP, OF LOUIS- 


VILLE, ADJUDGED A LUNATIC. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 20.—A thrill of 
painful surprise and grief was caused among his 
hosts of friends by the news to-day that Col. 
George Northup, drillmaster of the celebrated 
De Molay Commandery, Knights Templar, had 
been adjudged a lunatic in the Circuit Court this 
morning. The testimony in the sad case was 
that Col. Northup had been gradually losing 
his mind for some time. During the past Sum- 
mer he was stricken with paralysis and was pros- 


trated for some time. Since then his facul- 
ties have been slipping away. Until a few 
weeks ago, however, his condition was not so 
critical as to require watching or contining him 
from the public. Within the past few days he 
has become very violent at times, and during 
these spells his mania was a menace to the lives 
of his wife and family. It was iu this last ex- 
tremity that his family consented to an ex- 
posure of his misfortune and confinement of his 
person. The immediate cause of his insanity is 
softening of the brain, superinduced from the 
stroke of paralysis. His present condition is 
such that his days of suffering will not be many. 

Col. Northup is about 47 years of age, and has 
been a prominent Mason for years, and is known 
toitsranks allover the country. He took the 
highest degrees in the order, and has been the 
drillmaster of De Molay Commandery, Knights 
Templar, sinceits organization in 1878. It was 
under his command thatthe commandery took 
the second prize at Chicago in 1880 at a national 
contest; took first prize atthe great national 
drill at San Francisco in 1883; the State banner 
at Henderson in 1879; lost the State banner 
at Lexington in 1881, to the Louisville 
Commandery, and won it back in 1882 
from the same drill corps at Covington. He 
has been a Knight Templar since June 15, 1874; 
was Past Master of Louisville Lodge, No. 400; 
was Past High Priest of King Solemon’s Royal 
Arch Chapter No. 8; was Past Eminent Com- 
mander ot De Molay; was Exalted Grand Ruler 
ot the Elks, and was Past Noble Grand Master 
of the Odd Fellows. For almost 20 years he has 
been the city poe poe agent of the Jefferson- 
ville, Madison and Indianapolis Railroad. Dur- 
ing the war he was an earnest officer in the Fed- 
eral army and succeeded Col. Marc Mundy to 
the Colonelecy of his regiment. He was also a 

rominent leader among the Republicans in their 
ocal contests. In last Summer’s municipal race 
he was the party nominee for Jailer but with- 
drew before the election. 


A SHARP HOTEL SWINDLER. 


HE USES THE TELEPHONE TO ANNOUNCE 
HIS ARRIVAL. 

Boston, Dec. 20.—A well dressed man of 
tine appearance was escorted from elegant apart- 
ments at the Hotel Brunswick this morning, to 
cramped and barren quarters behind bars at Po- 
live Headquarters. He appeared crestfallen 
enough as he answered the questions of the 
Chief Inspector. He wasa hotel swindler who 
has been living in clover at Boston hotels for the 
past two weeks under the names of R. C. Hutch- 
inson and Richard Dayton, lawyer, of New-York. 


About two weeks ago a call came over the 
telephone in the Tremont House for one R. C. 
Hutchinson, of New-York. The clerk replied 
that no person of that name was there. Che 
voice at the other end of the line stated that he 
would shortly be there, and asked the clerk to 
deliver a message to him. Later one R. C. 
Hutchinson, of New-York, appeared and regis- 
tered. He was very affable and said that he was 
a lawyer from New-York. He had with him a 
small handbag as baggage. A room was assigned 
him, and he lived in luxury for a week, ordering 
& great many extras. Having run up @ nice 
little bill, he took his little handbag and walked 
out without settling his accounts. 

The same day a man giving the name of Rich- 
ard Dayton, of New-York, registered at the hotel 
Brunswick. He, too, was a lawyer, and had 
come to Boston on some very important legal 
business. He had one of the best rooms in the 
house, and this and the fact that he had many 
extras led the hotel people at first to believe 
that Mr. Dayton was well to do. This morning, 
however, they had a different opinion of the 
guest, and so suspicious did they become that 
they asked the Police Inspector to investigate. 
A clerk from the Tremont House was taken to 
the Brunswick and given a beep at Dayton. He 
immediately recognized Mr. Hutchinson, and he 
was arrested. He claims to be well known and 
respectably connected in New-York, and pro- 
fesses to be anxious to settle. 


THE KNIGHTS AND THE CHURCH. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 20.—A great deal of in- 
terest is being taken by the Knights of Labor in 
the case of the Rey. Father McGlynn, of New- 
York. They are anxious, it is said, for a speedy 
decision in the matter, so that the order will 
know what toexpect from the Catholic Church. 


Some of the Knights heresay that if the Catholics 
are expected to leave the order the church will 
be hurt more than the Knights. They think 
their order might receive a set-back ifthe church 
should sit down uponit, butin such case they 
would in time win more than they could lose and 
would know whom to fightin the future. In an 
article in the organ of the Knights, in which the 
labor and Irish landlord questions are discussed 
in connection with Father McGlynn, is the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“When the church strikes at the means of life, 
and makes if an article of faith that the tens of 
thousands of Irishmen must toil and starve that a 
hundred English landlords may live in idle luxury, 
it simply drives the great masses of the people out 
of the fold. Life is a struggle for existence, and 
when the church proposes to use the religious sen- 
timent and theological superstition of men to make 
the struggle hard for the thousands, while relieving 
the one from any struggle, then is rung the death 
knellofany ;shurch. * * * Henry George’s theo- 
Tries can we.i stand the anathema of the church, 
but the church cannot afford to anathematize them.”

NEW-YORK’S PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 20.—The forthcoming 
report of the State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction to the Legislature for the school year 
ended Aug. 20, 1886, will show that there was 
expended for school purposes during the year 
$13,284,986 64, which includes $9,102,268 97 
for teachers’ salaries, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $339,318 54; for schoolhouses, 
sites, &c., $2,276,455 38; for school apparatus, 
$310,162 85; for libraries, $40,509 25, and for 
all other incidental expenses, $555,590 39. The 
number of teachers employed during same 
portion of the year was 31,325, about the same 
as for several years past; number employed for 
the legal term, 28 weeks or more, 22,240, an in- 
crease over any previous year and 416 more 
than in 1885; number of children of school age, 
1,735,073; number of children of school age 
attending school, 1,027,767, an increase of about 
3,000 over the previous year; average daily at- 
tendance, 625,813, an inerease over 1885 of 
14.794; number of school districts, exclusive of 
cities, 11,262; number of volumes in district 
libraries, 734,506; number of schoolhouses. 
11,940, of which 62 are log, 10,099 frame, 1,409 
brick, and 370 stone buildings, 


PAYING* UNDER PROTEST. 
CoLuMBus, Ohio, Dec. 20.—There was a 
very general rush in the direction of the Court 
House to-day by the saloon keepers to psy the 
tax on their business in accordance with the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court. The first 
semi annual settlement was due on June 20 last, 


and but comparatively few had paid the tax. 
To-day was the last day for the payment of the 
second semi-auuual tax, as well as the payment 
of the 20 per cent. fine, the penalty attached to 
the non-payment of the tax when due. A large 
number paid the tax and the fine under protest, 
while others denounced the Liquor Dealers’ Pro- 
tective Association, which, it was declared, was 
nothing but an association gotten up by the hiw- 
yers for their own personal benefit at the ex- 
pense of the saluon men. A _ strong effort was 
made by the lawyers to get the County Commis- 
sioners to remit the 20 per cent. penalty of the 
June tax, but as the law stood the Commission- 
ers were powerless to render any relief. The 
tax in this (Franklin) county will aggregate 
about $80,000.

MQUADE TO SERVE SEVEN 
YEARS AND FINED $5,000. 
ALL HIS COUNSEL’S PLEAS IN VAIN; 
AND THE CONVICTED MAN SEN- 

TENCED IN VERY SEVERE WORDS. 

Ex-Alderman Arthur J. McQuade, whe 
was convicted Wednesday of the charge of re- 
ceiving @ bribe for his vote in favour of the fran- 
chise of the Broadway Surface Railroad, wag 
yesterday sentenced by Recorder Smyth, in Part 
IL of the Court of General Sessions, to serve & 
term of seven years’ imprisonment in State 
prison and to pay a fine of $5,000. 

The court room was crowded asit has not been 
crowded before in several years. A large num- 
ber of McQuade’s friends came down to testify, 
if necessary, to his good character and integrity. 
They filled the chairs in the lawyers’ inclosure 
and overflowed upon the spectators’ benches. 
The Recorder was on the bench promptly at 11 
o'clock. McQuade was at about the same time 
ushered into the court room. His cheeks and 
lips were as gray as ashes, and his eyes at times 
had a glitter like glass. A few minutes behind 
him came his counsel, Gen. Tracy, Senator 
Grady, and Richard 8. Newcombe, Inside the 


railing were District Attorney Martine, Assist- 
ants Nicoll, Fellows, Fitzgerald, and Semple, 
William C. Beecher, Inspector Byrnes, and Bond 
Clerk Penney, and over to the right, near the 
Judge’s private door, were eight members of the 
McQuade jury and a group of interested citizens. 
Not an indicted Alderman could be seen any- 
where in the crowd, 

Gen. Tracy opened the proceedings by mov- 
ing that the verdict be set aside and that a@ 
new trial and an arrest of judgment be granted. 
He argued that the indictment upon which 
McQuade had been tried was insuificient in 
substance; that the evidence upon which the 
indictment had been returned was insufficient 
to sustain @ verdict; that under the law there 
could be no judgment on the indictment and 
verdict as rendered; that the indictment was 
fatally defective im that it did not set 
forth facts sufticient to constitute a crime/ 
that the Recorder had misdirected thé 
jury in refusing to charge certain instructiona 
asked for by the defendant’s counsel and in 
charging instructions for the prosecution that 
were objected to by defendant’s counsel; that 
the Recorder had permitted errors of law in set- 
ting aside jurors that were regularly drawn ant 
duly qualified and in accepting and recognizing 
jurors who were disqualified by reason of their 
actual bias against the defendant; that on Dec. 
14 the Lad yon ay of the court were impropecss 
suspended and the jury unduly influenced and 
intimidated by the appearance in the court room 
of Vickerman and Nesbitt and their affidavits, 
and that the Recorder admitted improper evi- 
dence against the defendant and excluded 
proper evidence in his favor. 

After elaborating these points Gen. Tracy read 
the aftidavit of Mr. Newcombe, Senator Grady, 
and himself, which has already been published, 
concerning the alleged intimidation of the jury, 
and asked that the court officers who had charge 
of the jury be called to tell what they knew of 
attempts to influence the jury. He read an 
atlidavit from James O’Brien to the effect that, 
one day during the trial the jurymen were taken 
tolunech at the Astor House by an unusual 
route, by which they were able to read the fol- 
lowing bulletin at a newspaper office in Park- 
row: “* Has a Traitor Crept In ? Juror Rosenberg 
Charged with Being a Friend of the Boodlers.” 
Gen. Tracy wanted the court officers to explain 
why the jury was taken over that unusual 
route. 

“Td like to know,” said the Recorder, “‘ what 
route they could have taken to escape seeing 
some such placard as that?” 

Gen. Tracy could not answer. “ Well.” said 
he, ‘I'd like to have the District Attorney admit 
that there were such placards.” 

‘*T will make no admission,” said Mr. Martine 
very promptly. Gen. Tracy wanted the court 
otticers calied at once, but Mr. Martine stopped 
him by presenting affidavits from Juror Rosen- 
berg, Juror Musgrave and eight other members 
of a to show that nothing was kuown to 
them ofthe reason for the appearance of Vick- 
erman and Nesbitt inthe court room. Rosen- 
berg swore that he knew nothing of the charges 
made against him; that the Vickerman and Nes- 
bitt incident had no influence on him, and that 
the: verdict, so far as he was concerned, was 
given entirely on the evidence. Juror Musgrave 
made affidavit to the fact that while in the As- 
tor House he had read in a newspaper a para- 
graph which had been overlooked by the court 
otiicers, to the effect that Juror Rosenberg knew 
Keenan. Rosenberg had said to him when Vick- 
erman and Nesbitt were in court: ‘* There are 
two men that I discharged for drunkenness. [ 
wonder what they are doing here?” The eight 
other jurors saidin their affidavits that they re- 
membered seeing two men brought into court, 
but that they did not know them, and did not 
even suspect what they were there for, 

Gen. Tracy then asked why the Vickerman and 
Nesbitt proceedings had been taken in opem 
court in the presence of the jury. No one made 
reply. Gen. Tracy thereupon asked if the Ke- 
corder would take notice of his objection to the 
indictment. The Recorder informed him that 
the indictment was precisely the samein form 
as that in the Jaehne case, and that as the Court 
of Appeals had passed upon it, that seemed to 
sustain it bothin detail and as awhole. Mr. 
Martine was on his feet in a moment moving for 
sentence, 

“One momont, Mr. Martine,” said the Retord- 
er. “In addition to what appears by the record 
as read by the stenographer, and by the affida- 
vits which have been presented here on this 
branch of the motion, itis proper that 1 should 
remark that unusual precautions were taken in 
this case for the purpose of not only procuring 
an impartial and fair jury, but that that jury, 
after they were obtained, should be placed in 
such a position as to render it, so farasthe . 
court could do so, impossible to reach the jurors, 
either by persons speaking with them or by any 
matter which appeared in the public newspapers 
during the trial of the case.” He then went on to 
say that court officers were selected whose char- 
acter was well known to him; that a respectable 
hotel was chosen for the accommodation of the 
jury, and that on each and every occasion upon 
which the jury adjourned for lunch or for the 
day the court officers were required to take the 
oath as an incentive to vigilance and fidelity. 
Moreover, the Recorder continued, he had taken 
especial pains to see that no letters were handed 
to the jury and no interviews had with mem- 
bers of the jury by their relatives except by con- 
sent of the defendant’s counsel. 

When the two alftidavits complained of had 
been handed in, the Recorder said that he had 
considered it fair to invite the attention of the 
defendant’s counsel to the affidavits. “If any 
suggestion,” continued the Recorder, ‘bad been 
made at that time by the defendant's counsel, 
they having had an ample opportunity to do 
so, that an investigation should then be 
made, in the presence of the jury 
or in any other way, they assenting 
to it, the court would undoubtedly have acted 
upon that suggestion, Or if the defendant's 
counsel had suggested to the court that the facts 
presented by those papers were of such a 
character as to render it proper that the court 
should withdraw from the consideration of the 
jury the case as it then stood, the court probably 
would have done so. But no such suggestion 
came from the counsel. On the contrary, it ap- 
peared to my mind that they had no suggestion 
to make other than what I have already referred 
to, and that there was no objection then to the 
trial proceeding toits conclusion.” 

In denying Gen. Tracy’s motions asa whole 
andin detail, Recorder Smyth said thatin his 
opinion the indictment was in proper form aud 
was not susceptible to objection; that the case 
had been well and properly tried, and that no 
substantial error had been committedin the 
charge to the jury. 

** Of course,” said Gen. Tracy, “your Honor 
gives us an exception to each denial ?” 

“Of course,” returned the Recorder, “to 
everything.” 

Chief Cierk Sparks then called McQuade to the 
bar, and in the usual language asked him what 
he had to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced upon him. McQuade faced the Recorder 
a@ moment, and then turned and nodded to Gen. 
Tracy, who arose and said that the defendant 
had nothing to say further than tocall the at- 
tention of the court to the fact that a large num- 
ber of his friends and neighbors were present to 
testify to his good character. Then McQuade 
fulded his arms and looked intently at the Re- 
corder as his sentence was pronounced. 

The Recorder tirst spoke of the grave nature of 
the crime of which McQuade had been convicted. 
He reminded him that a public officer intrusted 
with a public trust, who violates the law in re- 
spect to his duties, should and must be a 
more severely than a private individual is pun- 
ished who commits a crime. The Recorder sym- 

pathized with his family, who would suffer prob- 
ably more than the prisoner the consequences of 
his crime. The evidence of his previous good 
character was entitled to great weight, and al-. 
ways received at the hands of the court the 
weight that it was justly and properly entitled 
to. Another fact in McQuade’s fayor was that 
he did not take the witness stand as Jaehne did 
and add to the crime which he had already com- 
mitted the crime of willful and corrupt perjury. 

“There is evidence,” the Recorder continued, 
“in the absence of any proof to the contrary 
from which I have the right to justly and prop- 
erly infer that you received an amount at least 
equal to the amount that Duffy received. That 
money was not yours; it is not yours. It ise 
money corruptly and improperly obtained by 

ou. Itis money that you have no right, either 

ni morals or law, to give your children even the 

apparent benefit of, and no conscientious man 

would transmit to his children money which 

must ultimately result instead of a blessingin

being a curse upon you. Therefore, in compell- 
ing you to pay back, as far as I can, by the im- 
position of a fine,a portion at least of that 
money, I feel that I am not doing any injustice 
to either your wife or your children. 

“The sentence of the court is that you be im- 
prisoned in State prison, at hard labor, for seven 
years and that you pay a fine of $5,000.” 

While sentence was being pronounced McQuade 
stood with his arms folded, alternately glancing 
at the ceiling and looking at the Recorder. 
the severer parts of the Recorder’s remarks Mc- 

uade stared straight ahead, with something 
like terror in his face. When the Recorder spokes 
of his wife and family MeQuade’s eyes filled with 
tears. At the conclasion of the sentence Mc- 
Quade nodded his 
seat, where he shook hands with his brother and 
several of his friends. [na few minutes hé was 
taken cat of the court room on his way to the 
Tombs. A crowd of people stood in the street to 
watch him as he emerged from the building. He 
was put on board a sourth uvenue car and taken 
to his cell in the Tombs 2 
he was removed from his cell to one in a row set 
apart for prisoners on their way to Sing sing.

ASKING FOR A CHANGE OF VENUE 
HIS APPROACHING TRIAL. 

Jacob Sharp, the indicted President of 
the Broadway Railroad Company, has served 
notice upon the District Attorney that he will, 
on Friday next, by his counsel make application 
before Judge Barrett, of the Supreme Court, for 
a change of venue for his approaching trial from 
the Court of General Sessions to the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer of this county, whence he 
will seek to have it transferred outside of the 
county. 

The affidavit upon which the application will 
be based sets forth that for many yearsit has been 
amatter of common and universal belief in New- 
York that the construction of street railroads, 
and particularly the Broadway Railroad, has 
been due more to his efforts than to the efforts 
of any other single person; that that road has 
been commonly known as his enterprise, and is 
to-day widely known as “Sharp's railroad.” 

“The opposition to that enterprise,” recites 
the affidavit, “and to other enterprises with 
which I have been connected, has in 
part been an opposition to me, and 
affected by hostility, more or _ less. un- 
fair, to me personally. It has been 
common for such opposition to describe me 
vyulgarly as ‘Jake Sharp’ and the enterprises 
in which I have been supposed to be inter- 
ested as ‘ Jake Sharp’s enterprises.’ It is, there- 
fore, as I believe, impossible, if I be tried in 
the city of New-York, that all of the vast and 
widespread opposition to the construction of a 
street railway on Broadway should not be di- 
rected against me as being believed to be the 
person most conspicuously related to and re- 
sponsible for the defeat which that opposition 
met.” 

It then sets forth that the affiant is 70 years of 
age,and that he has been promoting the con- 
struction of horse car railroads in New-York for 
more than 50 years, a work which has brought 
him avast number of personal enemies and 
widely extended and deep-rooted prejudices, not 
only on their part, but on the part of a large por- 
tion of the public, who have based their opinion 
of him or his enterprises upon the hostile utter- 
anecés of others. Among other enemies he also 
includes mostof the men who have ever worked 
on his railroads. In addition to this public en- 
mity,the affidavit asserts that the press, not- 
withstanding the failure of five successive Grand 
Juries to indict him, have united in accusing 
him of the crime of bribery andin asserting his 
guilt. His arrest was published in the 
newspaper bulletins and spread throughout 
the city as a most important, conspicuous, 
and gratifying piece of news, while his 
application for more time in which to examine 
the 21 indictments against him was treated as a 
piece of legal trickery and as an improper at- 
tempt to delay his prosecution. None of the 
newspapers, as far as Mr. Sharp or others were 
able to find out, had made the suggestion that 
he was entitled to a fair and unprejudiced trial, 
but had said repeatedly that in his prosecution 
American and republican institutions would be 
themselves on trial, the implication or assertion 
being that those institutions would be proved to 
be failures unless he shonld be convicted. 

In support of the asserted unfriendliness of the 
press, extracts are given from the leading papers 
of the city, consisting chiefly of head lines and 
editorial comment, In closing, the affidavit re- 
iterates Mr. Sharp’s belief that he cannot be 
fairly tried in this city, and makes a pathetic ap- 
peal for an opportunity to be tried elsewhere.

MORE TESTIMONY ABOUT THE TROUBLES 
IN THE THIRTEENTH- 

The court-martial which is trying Major 
J. Fred Ackerman, of the Thirteenth Regiment, 
for inciting subordination, convened again last 
night in its little room at the Second Brigade 
Headquarters, on Court-street, Brooklyn. It 
proceeded to cross-examine Lieut. Clark, who 
told such a damaging story against Major Ack- 


erman on Saturday. No amount of cross-ques- 
tioning could alter Lieut. Clark’s testimony. 

Lieut. Charles P. Fish, of Company C, then tes- 
tified to a conversation which took place in his 
room in the armory on the night before the in- 
spection between Major Ackerman, Capt. Smith, 
and “witness. Ackerman came in, and in the 
course of the conversation said that what the 
witness called “insubordination” was simply 
“the Colonel’s weakness.” Ackerman recalled 
the fact that Col. Fackner had ordered two offi- 
cers to leave the drillroom. ‘ If there had been 
a free ballot,’”’ he said, “‘ there would have been 
a different. result. Besides, it’s time these matters 
should be denounced and people should be shown 
that one man cannot degrade the regiment. 
That man’s principles will have to go or the or- 
ganization Must go down.” Witness said this 
angered Capt. Smith, and he said: “I deny your 
right to pull down what I am trying to build up.” 
The witness had, on the night of the election, 
gone to Major Ackerman and asked him to stop 
the hissing, saying: ‘‘ You can do this if any one 
can.” Ackerman refused to interfere. 

Upon the cross-examination Jere Wernberg 
tried to prove that Capt. Morle and Lieut. Coch- 
ran uttered the remarks about Col. Fackner 
which the witness laid to Major Ackerman. 
He failed and the court adjourned until to-mor- 
row night. 
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ASKING AN INJUNOTION . 

St. Pau, Minn., Dec. 20.—In the United 
States Supreme Court to-day injunction proceed- 
ings were begun against the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroad. Charles Venner, of Bos- 
ton, who holds $50,000 of the stock of the 


company, filed papers asking that the 
company be enjoined from building a line from 
Kansas City to Chicago, and from guaranteeing 
the bonds of the Atlantic and Pacific Company. 
The case ,came up here on a demurrer. 
The Santa Fé’s representative said his 
company owned half the stock of the 
Atlantic and Pacific, and that consequently it 
had the right to guarantee the bonds of that 
company. Hedenied that the Santa Eé intended 
building between Kansas City and Chicago, but 
insisted that if the company owned the bonds of 
any company intending to build such a line, it 
hadaright to guarantee those bonds. The ob- 
ject of Venner’s suit is said to be to prevent the 
depreciation of the company’s stock held by 
him. He claims the company has issued more 
stock than its. charter allows, and that conse- 
quently his holdings have depreciated in value.

Referring to the allegations concerning Lady 
Colin’s conduct at Leigh Court the Judge said 
they all depended again on stories told by serv- 
ants, and principally on those told by Rose Baer, 
Her own fellows describe her as a chatterer, and 
she had contradicted herself, and other witnesses 
had contradicted her, on important points. She 
at first swore that the Duke of Marlborough and 
“Lady Colin occupied the same apartment for an 
entire week at Leigh Court, and afterward she 
testified that the Duke of Marlborough was at 
Leigh Court only two nights. The Judge de- 
clared he believed Rose Baer had invented the 
story about Lady Colin and the Duke of 
Manheronen sitting together like lovers on a 
bench in the Paddington Station. Lord Colin’s 
conduct toward his wife while she was in Paris 
on the oceasion when he telegraphed the Paris 
police to arrest her and lodge ber in prison, Jus- 
tice Butt characterized as outrageous, remark- 
ing that he never had known of anything more 
dishonest than Lord Colin’s allegation to the 
Paris officials that his wife was living with one 
of the co-respondents, and should be arrested 
and treated as acommon woman. The story told 
by the man servant O’Neill that he once saw 
through the keyhole of the door of the dining 
room at Cadogan-place Chief Shaw and Lady 
Colin, the Judge said he could not regard with 
favor. The jury must consider whether O’Neill’s 
letter to Lady Colin, after his discharge by 
her, seeking re-employment, was not an at- 
tempt at blackmail, and the jury should 
further consider the question whether Chief 
Shaw’s testimony in denial, as the statement 
of a distinguished public servant, was not 
worth as mtich as the statement of such a per- 
son as O’Neill, if not more. Gen. Butler, the 
court thought, should have come into court and 
given testimony as to his innocence, but so long 
as he chose to remain away there was no power 
in England tocompel him to come. It would, 
however, the Judge said, be impossible to exag- 
gerate the meanness exhibited by Gen. Butler, 
if he was innocent, in remuining away from 
court, because, in so doing, he deserted Lady 
Colin. But the Judge told the jury they must 
not take Gen. Butler’s absence as evidence of 
guilt on either his or Lady Colin’s part. Reply- 
ing toa question of a juryman, the Judge said 
that Gen. Butler was beyond the jurisdiction of 
the court, and that a subpoena could not compel 
him to attend and testify, because, being made a 
co-respondent, he was protected by the clause of 
the law which makes it impossible to ask an in- 
criminating question unless the witness was a 
voluntary one. 

The case was given tothe jury and they re- 
tired. After a short absence they returned and 
reported that they could not agree upon a ver- 
dict. They then retired to reconsider the case, 
and returned at 10 o’clock with a verdict. They 
found that Lord Colin Campbell had not com- 
mitted adultery, and that Lady Colin had notcom- 
mitted adultery with any of the co-respondents. 
The jury added arider that the conduct of Gen. 
Butler was unworthy of a gentleman and an of- 
ficer, and had caused the only difficulty which the 
jury experienced in reaching adecision. The 
announcement of the verdict was received with 
applause. 


COLLAPSE OF 


A CRASH WHICH DID CONSIDERABLE 
DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—While Benja- 
min White and William Barr, night watchmen 
employed at Pier No. 54 South Wharves, were 
nodding over their pipes this morning about 
4:30 o’clock, they were startled by a loud 
and terrific crash. Rushing out into the 


darkness they discovered that about 300 
feet of the long wharf had collapsed, carrying 
with it the shedding, 800 bales of cotton, 400 
boxes of tin plate, and a large number of pack- 
ages containing miscellaneous articles of mer- 
chandise. They immediately telephoned for as- 
sistance, but, on account of the intense dark- 
ness, nothing could be done at the time. 
At 7 oclock 75 feet more of the 
wharf fell. Shortly afterward the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company set a _ large 
force of men at work carrying the remaining 
articles of merchandise to places of safety. Sev- 
eral times during the day portions of the shed 
fell, causing the men to flee for their lives. The 
wharf is a comparatively new one, having been 
built about five years ago by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, from which corporation it 
was leased by Peter Wright & Sons. It was the 
largest wharf in the city, being over 550 feet 
long and 125 feet wide. The scene that the pier 
presented to-day was a confused mass of shat- 
tered timbers, twisted iron girders, broken 
crates of china, and several hundred barrels of 
soda ash laid waste. The railroad officials said 
that the accident was caused by the washing out 
of the piles that supported the wharf. Dock 
Superintendent James Wallace said that the 
damages to the wharf and shed will not exceed 
$20,000. The damage tothe merchandise can- 
not yet be definitely ascertained.

Moore, steamer Japanese,” and the fellow left. 
Shortly after Capt. Moore went to the office of 
Christopher Furness, his agent, on business, and 
was told that his chief engineer had just drawn 
$160 on his order. He had given no such order 
and was dumb with amazement. The 
agent produced the very paper he had signed 
for the stranger, but which now, instead of his 
simple signature, bore this legend: “ Christopher 
Furness: Pay to the bearer $160 and charge the 
same to my account. William Moore, steamer 
Japanese.” The description of the man tallied 
with that of the “hydrographic chief,” but no 
elue to his identity was obtainable. Capt. Moore 
is an Englishman, and is highly indignant at 
what he calls Yankee methods of doing business.

RAILWAY TAX DECISION. 


CONSTITUTIONAL. 
TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 20-—Chief-Justice 


Beasley filed an opinion in the railroad tax cases

act constitutional. The mode of taxing was ob- 
jected to by the railroad companies, and a strong 
fight was made by them against the Tax Board, 


but the opinion given to-day upholds the meth- | 


ods pursued by the board in fixing its valuations 
on the franchises, tangible personal property; 
and real estate of the roads. The cuurt says: 


In estimating the value of railroad property, the 
cost of the acquisition of such property is not an ab- 
solute criterion of such value, but is an important 
element in the circumstances on which a judgment 
on the subject is to be formed. The law directs the 
valuation of the property of these two classes of 
companiés to be madein a distributive mode, that 
is, first, on the main stem; second, on the othér real 


estate used for railroad purposes; third, the tangible | 


personal property: and fourth, on the franchises. 
Held that such system of valuations: has been de- 
clared by the Court of Errors to be constitutional 
and unobjectionable. Further held that the valua- 
tions of such property, including the franchise, is 
legal, and as thére is no clear evidence showing the 
value to be exorbitant they cannot be modified. 

The actin section 6 directs that whenever, in any 
taxing district, there are several branch roads be-

tem was invalid inasmuch as it left it to the un- 
guided judgment of the State Board to decide which 
of such branches should be subjected to the higher 
rate of taxation. 

Section 4 of the act directs that in case the valu- 
ations of the State Board of railroad and canal prop- 
erty shall be relatively higher than the value of 
the property of other persons in any taxing district, 
as ascertained by the local Assessors, the said board 
should accept as a correct standard of value the val- 
uations of such local Assessors. It was shown that 
the local Assessors illegally took buta sapien of 
what they deemed the true value of the property 
appraised by them. Held that the State Board could 
ne take such reduced valuations as its standard of 
value. 

Section 9 of the act provides that in case of a rail- 
road of this State being under lease to a foreign cor- 
poration, any tangible personal property of 
such foreign company, if used or kept 
but a part of the timein this State, shall be 
assessed such Pronortionate part of its value as the 
time it is used or kept inthis State during the year 
preceding the lst day of January designatedin this 
act bears to the whole year, and it appmering that 
certain engines and cars that were used on its leased 
lines in this State by the Philadelphia and Read‘ng 
Railroad Company in the course of inter-Stat com- 
merce, such company having in use a full local 
equipment of such leased lines, which was dul 
taxed in this State, it is held that the tax upon suc 
propert employed in inter-State commerce was 
llegal, being in contravention of that clause of the 
Constitution of the United States that gives to Con- 
gress the exclusive regulation of commerce between 
the several States. 


Most of the lawyers interested in the opinion 
of Chief-Justice Beasley were in Trenton and 
were apprised of the filing of the document. They 
evinced no surprise whatever and seemed to 
have expected the decision. They all went be- 
fore the State Board of Assessors, as they did 
last year, to enter their formal protests to the 
assessments for 1886. The roads which appealed 
were the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
the West Shore and Ontario Terminal, the Pater- 
son and Ramapo, the Philadelphia and Reading, 
and the Central. Unless the valuations are re- 
duced speedily, the roads mean to go into the 
courts again. The members of the State Board 
would not object to such action, especially in 
view of to-day’s opinion by the Chief-Justice.

PLANNING A REORGANIZATION. 
The first step in the new plan of reorgani- 
zation of the Brighton Beach Railroad was taken 
yesterday by a number of the first mortgage 
bondholders, who sanctioned an agreement 
made by a purchasing committee consisting of 
Thomas Hitchcock, A. 8. Robbins, and A. B. 


Baylis. By the terms of the agreement this 
committee is empowered to buy in the road ata 
foreclosure sale in the interest of the subscribers, 
all of whom deposit their bonds with the Central 
Trust Company to be sold for the purpose of ob- 
taining such purchase money. Then the com- 
mittee is to organize a new company and decide 
on a plan for the transfer of the property. 

This plan makes no provision for the stock- 
holders or for any but owners of first mortgage 
bonds. A suitis pendingin the Supreme Court 
to compel the sale of the road under a fore- 
closure, and yesterday’s move is designed to 
supersede the decision in that case by forcing 
the road into bankruptcy, because of the default 
on the interest of its first mortgages since Sep- 
tember, 1885. 


eKILLED IN HIS SALOON. 


THREE DRUNKEN MEN CREATE A ROW 
WHICH ENDS IN MURDER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—A stabbing affray 
occurred at No, 2,022 Callowhill-street about 2 
o’clock this morning, which resulted in the death 
of Peter E. Kane proprietor of the place. Kane 
was in his barroom alone about midnight when 
James Monaghan, aged 21,of No. 221 North 
Fifteenth-street, William Gilfillan, of No. 
1,215 Cherry-street, and, Penna Oxley, aged 


23 years, of No. 222 North Fifteenth- 
street, entered and indulged in frequent 
drinks. The trio had previously visited a num- 
ber of saloons in the neighborhood, had been 
drinking freely, and were ina quarrelsome mood. 
They engaged in several wrangles, and Kane, 
who had set them out a lunch, finally got tired 
of their constant quarreling, and ordered them 
to leave his place. They refused to go, and 
Kane undertook to eject them. The three re- 
sisted, and in a scuffle which ensued one of them 
seized a bread knife, having a blade about 8 
inches long, with which Kane had cut lunch for 
the party, and gave him a stab. that 
ended his life a few hours later. 
The wound on. examination at the German 
Hospital, to which Kane was removed, was 
found to be one and a quarter inches wide and 
seven inches deep, penetrating to the liver and 
going nearly through the body. Kane lingered 
in agony until 10 o’clock this morning, 
when death ended his sufferings. The long 
blade of the bread knife, with which the deadly 
wound was inflicted, was found by Officer Aiken 
after the tragedy on the floor, bent almost to a 
rectangular Shape and red with Kane’s blood. 
The thrust must have been a desperate one, as 
the ugly weapon was wrenched out of shape in 
Kane’s body. 

As Kane fell bleeding from the wound that 
terminated his life a man named Gibboney, who 
was an innocent eye-witness of the murderous 
affray, ran outof the saloon, but was pursued 
and arrested by Officers Aiken and Toney and 
Sergt. Schilling, who came to their aid. Gib- 
boney, who is held as a witness, and Monaghan, 
Oxley, and Gilfilian, who are charged with the 
murder, were taken before Kane at _ the 
hospital, but he refused to make any 
ante-mortem statement, although conscious al- 
most to the moment of his death. After Kane’s 
death Magistrate Baird held the three accused 
men to await the action of the Coroner. Kane 
was 26 years of age, and leaves a widow and an 
infant child. He had been in business at No. 
2,022 Callowhill-street about two years, and the 
police officials report that he kept a quiet, or- 
derly place. His remains were taken from the 
hospital to the house late this afternoon, and 
will be buried from there to-morrow.

EXPLOITS OF THE FORGER WHILE

New-York papers, is well known to the St. Louis 
police. 
registered at the Southern Hotel as John Hol- 
comb, Elk Creek, New-Mexico. He wore a blue 
flannel shirt, slouch hat, and rough boots. He 
gave out that he was a miner, and on Aug. 9, a 


few days after his arrival, he went across the 
street to Van Raalt’s pawnshop, where 
he offered some alleged gold dust for sale. 
The sale was a failure, for Van Raalt 
penetrated through the gold covering of 
some silver filings, and refused to buy. e in- 
formed Sergt. Young of the police after ‘‘ Hol- 
comb” had left the shop. Young arrested him 
a few minutes later, and at the Four Courts, 
when searched, Detective Hugh O'Neil dis- 
covered in the lining of his pants three fifty- 
dollar bills, purporting to have been issued by 
the Broadway National Bauk of New-York. 
These were supposed to be counterfeit, and 
when submitted to the Paying Teller in the Sub- 
Treasury he branded them as counterfeit. 

It was supposed that ‘‘ Holcomb” was not the 
man’s right name, and efforts were made to 
locate him. He denied ever having been East, 
but his cap had been bought in he eye f Me Se 
and a bottle of medicine was found in his room 
at the Southern that had a Philadelphia drug- 
gist’s label on it. The druggist, on being ques- 
tioned, referred to his file, and informed the de- 
tective that the prescription for the medicine 
had been given by the physician in the Eastern 
Penitentiary of Pennsylvania. The physician 
said the prescription had been given to Walter, 
Sheridan, and the photograph shown him of 
John Holeomb was identified as that of Sheri- 
dan, who had been released from the Eastern 
Penitentiary in June, 1884. It-was then easy to 
gét his full record. His last term in prison had 
been served for stealing some diamonds in Phil- 
adelphia, but he was known principally as a 
counterfeiter. He pleaded guilty to the posses- 
sion of counterfeit money, and was sentenced to 
two years in the Chester Penitentiary.

AVENGED THEIR FATHER. 
THE DESPOILER OF A HOME KILLED BY 
TWO BOYS. 

RIcHMOND, Ky., Dec. 20.—Details of a 
terrible tragedy at Redhorse, a small village 10 
or 12 miles out in the country, were brought 
here to-day by two of the participants. John 
Shearer, a middle-aged farmer, was shot to death 
by Alexander and Taylor Rice, Jr. The trouble 
between the men dates back some months and 
involves the fair name of Alexander and Taylor 


Rice’s stepmother. Taylor Rice, Sr., is a well-to- 
do farmer of excellent character, and has lived 
in the neighborhood of Redhorse for years, 
on his own farm, which he, with the 
aid of his two sons, tilled profitably. Mrs. Rice 
ismuch younger than her husband, and is quite 
a comely woman, the mother of several small 
children. The Rice family had been, to all ap- 
pearances, happy in its domestic relations until 
some months ago, when John Shearer, by his 
attentions to the young wife of Rice, attracted 
attention and created talk. Unfortunately these 
attentions were not repulsed by Mrs. Rice, and it 
is alleged that the intimacy of the two became 
so close that the woman’s husband left his home 
and came to Richmond, where he has been for 
some weeks. 

Last night Shearer, as was his wont, went to 
the house of Mrs. Rice about 9 o’clock. As he 
entered the house he was confronted by the two 
Rice boys, young men just grown. One of them 
held a pistol and the other a shotgun. The 
moment Shearer was well inside the house the 
two boys opened fire on him, and he staggered 
into Mrs. Rice’s bedroom, falling dead on thé 
floor, his body literally riddled with bullets. 
The woman whose frailty had caused the mur- 
der seized her two little children and fled to her 
father’s house, not far away. After assuring 
themselves that their work was complete the 
Rice boys came here, told their father what they 
had done, and then surrendered themselves to 
the authorities.

OLD MAN'S SUICIDE. 
PREFERRING DEATH TO THE PAUPER- 
ISM HE FORESAW. 

Boston, Dec. 20.—For several years one 
Amos R. Binney has occupied an office with E. 
C. Walker at No. 19 Doane-street here. Heo 
transacted business aS areal estate broker, but 
it was known that he had little enough business 
todo. Mr, Walker left Binney in the office on 


Saturday afternoon about 2 o’clock. When he 
returned this morning he entered a rear room 
for wood to start a fire, and there found the 
dead body of Binney lying on the floor. Ex- 
amination showed that he had shot himself 
through the head. The dead man’s head lay on 
a cushion, his left hand was resting on his face, 
and on the floor, a few inches from his right 
hand, lay the weapon, and old-fashioned 42- 
calibre derringer, with which he had taken his 
life. Lying upon Binney’s desk in the outer 
room was this letter, addressed to the Medical 
Examiner, and dated Dec. 18: 

Sir: This isa case of simple suicide, and there is 
no need of a Coroner's inquest. Being an old man, 
somewhat unfortunate and feeble, and at the same 
time poor, 1am unwilling to go to the poorhouse. 
I so have decided to make end of it. Respectfully,

Born Oct. 31, 1819; died Dec. 18, 1886. Age 67. 

Near the letter was a package addressed to 
Miss Annie L. Barton, Salem. ft one time Mr, 
Binney had a large and lucrative business, but 
feeble health had sadly interfered with it of late 
years, and since the death of his wife two or 
three years ago his property had entirely disap- 
peared.

RARE OOINS COUNTERFEITED. 
CuicaGo, Dec. 20.—The late Capt. Wal- 
lace W. Hall, of the United States Secret Sery- 
ice, shortly before his removal to St. Louis, is 
said to have been investigating a gigantic coun- 
terfeiting scheme by which alleged rare, cost- 
ly, and antique coins were being put upon 


the market as genuine. In 1885 a Phila 
delphia coin dealer, named Hazeltine, ad- 
vertised an auction sale of his superfluous 
coins, including an 1804 dollar, only six of which 
are known to have been coined before the issue 
was recalled. But the vallue of one of these dol- 
lars is $500 or more, and so great interest was 
excited in the sale. A well known connoisseur 
who attended discovered thatsome of the coins 
were not genuine, and on the collection being 
sent to the Mint it was found that a large 
number of the coins had been made within a 
year. Similar cases were soon reported from all 
parts of the country, and Capt. Hall, who hap- 
pened to be in Philadelphia, set to work to inves- 
tigate the matter. He found that the counter- 
feits included all of the recalled issue pieces and 
thousands of coins of interest for their an- 
Be age and high value. The dollar of 1804 
had been frequently duplicated by boring 
the 3 out of a dollar of 1803 and inserting a plug 
“4.” which was soldered with a blow pipe an 
treated with an acid bath to give it an anti- 
quated appearance. Other coins Capt. Hall 
found to be counterfeited by the use of plaster 
molds, and all the work was socleverly done 
that none but an expert could detect any differ- 
ence between the counterfeit and the genuine. 
It is not known whether Capt. Hall ever ob- 
tained any clew to the counterfeiter’s mint.

POISONING HER HUSBAND. 
PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 20.—The analysis of 
the contents of the stomach of Ruel Crockett, 
of Swanville, who died recently under suspicion 
of being poisoned, was completed to-day, and dis- 
closes the presence of arsenic. The inquest will 
be resumed to-morrow, and Crockett’s wife will 
be arraigned before the police court in Belfast 


for murder. Crockett was a widower with five 
children.

During his illness he told 
a neighbor that the apples had tasted queer and 
made his mouth burn and smart, creating a great 
thirst. Mrs. Crockett did not partake of the ap- 
ples and would not allow her daughter to eat of 
them. Mrs. Crockettis nearly 60 years of age. 
Her maiden name was Bowdoin.

FIGHTING FOR LEADERSHIP. 


TRYING TO ADJUST RIVALRIES IN THE 
FIFTH ASSEMBLY DISTRICT. 

The special committee of one from each 

Assembly district below the Harlem Kiver and 

one from the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 


County Democracy’s County Committee to in- 
vestigate charges of treachery in the Fourth, 
Fifth, and Eighth Assembly Districts, began 


work earnestly last night. Police Justice Mau- | 


rice J. Power presided, and ex-Police Chief James 
J. Kelso acted as Secretary. 

The disturbances in the Fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict were taken up. Alderman Van Blarcom 
presented the case of those opposed to Dr. 
Philip E. Donlin, in a document which he hand- 
ed to Mr. Kelso to read. The story of all the 
differences between the factions was told from 


an anti-Donlin stondpoint. It was told how Dr. 
Donlin broke up a meeting of the opposition by 
draggingina “gang of heelers drummed up in 
neighboring barrooms,’” and how on that oeca- 
sion he said: ‘‘Come on, boys, make yourselves 
at home.” The doctor, it was furtber alleged, 
ordered up a ny beer for the benefit of his 
gang of heelers. In conclusion it was charged 
that the praseut leader in the district was simply 
an ally of Tammany Hall; that he was subject 
to the power of Civil Justice Michael Norton, 
and that by his selfish leadership he practically 
bankrupted the organization. 

When the anti-Donlin case had been presented, 


Dr. Donlin announced that he would present a | 


document three times as voluminous as that of 
the other side. 
prepared statement of what were termed the 
facts in the case. It told how Dr. Donlin, after 
the conviction of Jaehne, the old County 
Democracy leader, came to the rescue of the or- 
ganization in the district. Every effort, it was 
said, was made to conciliate the disaffected per- 
sons. Nothing that was done, however, seemed 
to win the * kickers” over to the regular faction. 
What was desired was the absolute control of 
the district organization, which was not con- 
ceded. The alliance of the opposition with 
Irving Hall and disaffected Tammany men was 
commented upon, andit was charged that the 
alliance ineluded treachery to Mayor-elect 
Hewitt and other regular County Democracy 
candidates. One of the strange crimes charged 
against the Van Blarcom faction was that the 
members had met in the,Mayor’s office and in 
the District Attorney’s office, and ‘the Lord 
knows where else.”” After, meetings heldin the 
Mayor’s office it was alleged that the members 
became more irreconcilable than ever. Slurs 
were cast upon Mayor Grace, and he was openly 
charged with inciting the formation of bogus 
County Democracy organizations in the city. 

Chairman Power sought to temper some of 
these slurs, but did not succeed very well, al- 
though the Donlin man who was reading the 
document meekly acquiesced in the hints con- 
veyed by the boss of the organization. It may 
be explained, in view of slurring and untruth- 
ful statements contained in the Donlin docu- 
ment, that Dr. Donlin has been asking and re- 
ceiving favors of Mayor Grace ever since he be- 
came leader in the district. 

A number of affidavits were submitted tending 
to show that the Van Blarcom faction was com- 
posed substantially of the same persons who 
ran separate candidates for Assemblyman and 
Alderman in the district in defiance of the 
union between the Donlin faction and Tammany 
Hall. The Chairman ruled that as the regu- 
larity of the Donlin faction had been recognized 
in October last some of the affidavits were 
not pertinent. Mr. Power then sought to get the 
leaders of the two factions to agree upon the 
main issues in the contest. He had some diffi- 
culty in accomplishing his purpose. Finally 
he sifted the statements down and found that 
issue was joined on the personnel of the District 
County Committee in October last; on the right 
of the Donlin fattion to have the Assembly 
District Committee elect new members of the 
District County Committee soon after the elec- 
tion, and finally on the conduct of Treasurer 
Ketterer, who, it wus alleged, deserted the Don- 
lin faction and carried his money and influence 
over to the opposition. 

The committee had been in session nearly two 
hours and & half, and at 10:30 o’clock it was re- 
solved that each side be allowed half an hour to 
presentits case. A recess was then taken, and, 
after the reconvening of the committee, it was 
determined that only the issue as to the 
regularity of the action of the Donlin faction in 
organizing new District, County, and Executive 
Committees should be tried at thatsession. Dr. 
Donlin argued his own ease. William N. Penney 
presented the case of the opposition. He claimed 
that Dr. Donlin had usurped the functions of the 
Chairman of the District Committee in calling 
that body together. He said that names had 
been illegally added to the committee, and 
accused Dr. Donlin of ingratitude to men in the 
opposition who helped elevate him in the dis- 
trict. The committee, after hearing the two 
gentlemen, resolved to give another hearing on 
the other points in dispute.

This nearly caused a fight, but Trustee Cawl 
stirred up a bigger row by moving that all the 
funds received by the Treasurer, Mr. Fleming, 
be pooled and disbursed by the Trustees. 

“That is casting discredit on the Treasurer,” 
exclaimed Mr. Brice flaring up. 

«Oh, no it isn’t,’ answered Mr, Cawl, “ but 
ig ee concern is bankrupt what are you going 
to do?” 

Mr, Fleming rose in a huff. “I consider that a 
decided reflection upon me,” said he, and then 
he cut off further debate by moving that the 
back salary due Staunton be paid and it was 
carried.

TOLD BY A DYING 


WIFE. 


SHE DESCRIBES A MURDER COMMITTED 


BY HER HUSBAND. 

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 20.—Some months 
ago Richard Shinnick, the keeper of a barroom 
on Sixth-street, which is patronized by whites 
and blacks, sold out his business and soon after- 
ward left the city for the West, leaving his wife 
behind. Last Saturday Mrs. Shinnick, who has 
been ill with consumption, complicated with 
other diseases, finding her end fast approaching 
and having received all the religious ministra- 


tions of her faith,made known her desire to 
make a public statement. Police Justice Rich- 
ardson was sent for and to him the dying woman 
related the details of a murder perpetrated by her 
husband over a year ago. Shinnick lived over the 
barroom, and his wife was frequently called 
upon to assist him. She says that one night last 
Fall, between the hours of 11 and 12 o'clock, she 
happened to enter the bar by the back door, 
when she saw her husband, who was in front of 
the counter, strike and knock down a white man 
with a pair of brass knuckles; that he turned 
and, seeing her, ordered her to go upstairs, 
which she did. She could not rest, however, and 
creeping down again she peeped into the bar, 
when she was horrified by seeing her husband 
drag a man's body behind the counter, rob it of 
a roll of money, raise the trap at the end of the 
bar, and push the body into an old well under 
the floor. 

Upon this information the police to-day went 
to work to find the remains by pulling up the 
floor and digging for the hidden well, but up to 8 
o’clock to-night had made nodiscovery. The whole 
place, however, will be thoroughly overhauled. 
Last Fall two State officials, J. M. Carroll, Nob 
Treasurer of Staunton, and W. H. Crawford, 
Clerk of Bland County, left their homes for Rich- 
mond, since which time neither of them has ever 
been heard from, and the belief is strongly prev- 
alent that one of these was Shinnick’s victim. 
The wife’s description of the murdered man in 
some respects agrees with the appearance of 
both, but more so with that Crawford. She de- 
scribes the murdered man as limping, and Craw- 
ford had a short or shrunken leg and used a 
crutch. The last that was heard from Shinnick 
he was in Cincinnati, whence he wrote last 
month two letters to an ex-detective asking 
information as to what was going on in Rich- 
mond, if he was talked about in any way, and 
what was said about him, if his wife had ever 
given out anything about him, and saying that 
he had got a divorce from her, and that he want- 
ed to come back to Richmond. He warned the 
senenereye to say nothing about his writing to 

im. 

The Cincinnati authorities have been tele- 
graphed to arrest Shinnick if he can ba found.

MURDER SUSPECTED, 


MISS TURLINGTON’S LAST RIDE WITH 
HER JEALOUS LOVER. 

Ra.eiIGcuH, N. C., Dec. 20.—Walter L. Bing 
ham, a former deaf-mute pupil at the institution 
here, has been paying attention to Miss Lizzie Tur- 
lington for sometime. It is known that he was 
very much in love with her, and that he was ex- 
ceedingly jealous of Edmond Goodwin, a teacher 
in the institution. On Friday morning last Bing- 
ham called at the office of the Register of Deeds, 


and after the usuai preliminary questions he 
secured a marriage license for solemnizing 


matron for the mutes at the deaf and dumb in- 
stitution, giving his age at 23 years and that of 
the lady also at 23. After procuring wpe license 
it appears that avout 10 o’clock Mr. Bingham 
and Miss Turlington left the asylum on foot, and 
afterward he procured a horse and buggy of Mr, 
Reparham at his stable on Martin-street. They 
then left the city together, going in the direction 
of Durham. 

The marriage ceremony was not performed in 
this city norin the county of Wake, so faras 
has been ascertained, and the terms of the 
license do not allow of their being married out- 
side of the county. The parties were seen to- 
gether in the buggy within eight miles of Dur- 
ham, but when about four or five miles from 
that place Bingham was seen in the buggy 
alone. The point at which he was last seen in 
company with the lady is said to be very lonely 
and desolate, abounding with thick undergrowth. 
At Durham Bingham left the buggy at a stable 
near the outskirts of the town, and took the 
train for Greensborough. On his arrival at 
Greensborough he made strict inquiries in regard 
to the connection for Atlanta, New-Orleans, and 
other Southern points. 

There was no obstacle in the way of the mar- 
riage except that the young lady did not desire 
to marry before next Summer. It is now gen- 
erally believed here that Miss Turlington was 
murdered about 16 miles from here by Bingham. 
An examination of the rooms and effects of the 
young lady at the institute shows that she left 
to be gone only a short time. Bingham 
had with him a dirk and a pistoi He 
had considerable money in bank here, 
which he drew out before he left. The opinion 
is that Bingham, being jealous of Goodwin, 
tried to persuade Miss Turlington to marry him 
at once, and that, on being refused, he killed her 
and concealed the body in the woods. The Chief

Peet, of the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
and Blind at Carmansville, stating that Bing- 
ham was at that institution yesterday and was 
crazy. Hesaid hewas onhis wayto Council 
Blufts, Iowa, to kill a man whom he supposed ta 
be his rival. He had suddenly disappeared and 
his whereabouts is unknown.

“Walter L. Bingham, deaf mute, 25, 6 feet, dark 
complexion, brown hair and eyes, nose de- 
formed, scars on neck, derby hat, insane; sup- 
posed to have killed a girl at Raleigh, N. C.” 

W. B. Peet, teacher at the New-York Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, at One Hundred and Sixty-sec- 
ond-street and Tenth-avenue, called at Police 
Headquarters just before midnight with infor- 
mation about Bingham. He was in the institu- 
tion four years, and when he left it in 1883 he 
was sane and intelligent. Nothing was seen or 
heard of him until Sunday, when he appeared 
at the asylum He acted violently, appeared 
to be insane, and raved,in the sign language, 
about a man he intended to kill. He did not say 
what cause he had for such enmity, and went 
away after he had informed Mr. Peet that he 
was going to the Jersey City station of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to meet the man and kill him. 
As the Superintendent of an asylum for the 
deaf and dumb at Raleigh sent a telegram call- 
ing for Bingham’s arrest Mr. Peet inferred that 
his victim was a deaf mute.

THE LAND AND LABOR LEAGUE 


THE LABOR CONVENTION. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 20.—The laboring classes 
in Pittsburg and throughout Pennsylvania are 
quietly discussing among themselves the United 
or Union Labor Convention which will be held 
at Cincinnation Feb. 22,1887. A secret circu- 
lar just sent out by Gaybert Barnes, Secretary 
of the Land and Labor League, of New-York, 
would indicate that the league is not satisfied 


with the manner in which the convention is to 
be conducted. The circular is addressed 
to 8. L. Douglass, Secretary of the 
National Industrial Committee. Douglass 
is one of the most earnest advocates for 
the convention at Cincinnati. The letter, in re- 
ferring toone from Mr. Douglass, urging that 
the Labor Party of New-York may receive due 
consideration, says that no authority has been 
given for the Labor Party to attend the conven- 
tion. Itis urged that the basis of representa- 
tion cannot commend itself. ‘‘The organized 
workmen of our great cities,’ it states, ‘“‘ will be 
chary of entering a convention wherein repre- 
sentatives of people’s parties, soldiers’ organiza- 
tions, and the like are admitted on a footing of 
equality with those of the farmers and working- 
men of our country.” In referring to an insinu- 
ation that the monopolists will have their dele- 
gates at the convention, in the shape of laboring 
men, the circular says: 

“Tf you will consider our proposition of forming 
clubs of 100 members, these clubs to be represented 
in a political conference by men of their own choos- 
ing, I think that vou will agree with us that sucha 
conference could be depended upon to a man—cer- 
tainly that by no chance could such a conference be 
captured by anybody. What we aretrying to dois 
to provide some really representative basis on which 
the great body of the farmers of the country and of 
the organized workingmen of the cities can come to- 
gether in political union.” 


The letter denies that aclique of New-York 
politicians are working a scheme to regain con- 
trol of the George vote for the Democracy, and 
that not 30,000 or 300,000 votes could ever in- 
duce Mr. George to again stand as a candidate 
for a public office. The letter concludes ag 
follows in referring to a recent editorial in a 
New-York paper: 

* At the top of this sheet you will see the names of 
the men whom your Chairman calls professional 
politicians. The firstof them is John Mackin, an 
operative painter, who laid down his brush to as- 
sume the Chairmanship of the Executive Committee 
in our late Mayoralty campaign. The second of them 
is the Rev. Dr. McGlynn, the beloved Pastor of St. 
Stephen’s Church, and the third is James Redpath, 
the managing editor of the North American Review, 
Are these men ‘ professional politicians,’ ‘schemers,’ 
or members of a ‘clique,’ organizers ofa side show?” 

The letter concludes by saying thatif the con- 
vention can be made the beginning of the re- 
forms that are being worked forit will receive 
the hearty co-operation of the men of New-York.

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BRITISH TRADE INTER2STS. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Mark-Lane Express, in 
its weekly review of the British grain trade, says: 
“The heavy rainfall early in the week interfered 
with w ork; later a severe frost benefited the crops. 
The deliveries of English wheat continue small. In 
the provincial markets prices advanced another 
shilling, and there is a prospect of a further rise. In 
the London market the demand for English white 
wheat has been better, and rates advanced 6d. The 
sales of wheat during the week amounted to 63,866 
quarters, at 33s. 4d., against 60,852 quar- 
ters, at 30s. 5d., for the corresponding 
period of last year. Prices for foreign wheat 
are hardening, and there is nothing to 
prevent a material advance during the next three 
months, except large shipments from the United 
States. One cargo of Californian grain arrived off 
coast. Fiour was in better sale and'6d. dearer. 
Beans and peas were ls. dearer. To-day a moderate 
business was done. Wheat was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1s, for English and of 6d. to ls. for foreign. 
American round corn was 6d. dearer. Barleys were 
3d. dearer and steady. Oats were in better inquiry, 
with prices against buyers. Beans and peas ad- 
vanced 6d. Linseed was firmer.”

IN LABOR COIROLES. 
4OTION OF THE ASSEMBLIES IN THIS 
CITY AND BROOKLYN. 

James E, Graham, of the Executive Board 
of District Assembly No. 75, said yesterday that 
he expected to-day to receive an answer from 
the Presidents of the Brooklyn City railroads to 
the proposition made by the board to make an 
agreement between the roads and the men for 
the coming year. Most of the difficulties have 
already been adjusted. Only the troubles of the 
trippers on one of the lines remain to be settled. 
Mr. Graham did not believe that any tie-up 
would be ordered. 

The Brooklyn Directors held a special meeting 
yesterday to consider the demands which have 


been presented by the Executive Committee, 
but adjourned without arriving at a decision. It 
Was given out that the company would refuse to 
treat with the committee, but would make pub- 
lic to-day an answer directed to their own em- 
pezee- What the nature of this reply is to be 
resident Lewis refused to say. t is under- 
stood that the Board of Directors is divided upon 
the wisdom of fighting the Knights of Labor. 
Copies of these demands have been presented to 
“ Deacon” Richardsen and the other railroad 
Presidents, all of whom, itis understood, are to 
abide by the decision of the Brooklyn City Com- 
any. The demands are similar to those granted 
nthe agreement made last Spring as regards 
wages. This agreement etpinee on Dee. 31. 

In this city the strike of the brass workers has 
thus far not been settled. Mr. Curran, of the 
Executive Committee of the strikers, said yes- 
terday that last week his conferences with sey- 
eral of the bosses, among them Mr. Reynolds 
and Mr. Sands, gave him much hope that a set- 
tlement would soon be reached, particularly as 
the men were willing to make several conces- 
sions. Mr. Harder, of Maiden-lane, seemed to 
insist upon an unconditional surrender on the 
part of the men, and used all his influence with 
the other bosses to that effect. The result was 
that negotiations were broken off, and the fight 
continues. 

It was reported yesterday that 67 local as- 
semblies, allof them trades unions assemblies 
attached to District Assembly No. 49, of the 
Knights of Labor, had been suspended. They 
intend to hold a meeting to consider the advisa- 
bility of asking fora new charter as a separate 
district assembly. Secretary Kunze, of the Ex- 
ecutive Board of District Assembly No. 49, when 
asked about this yee that he knew nothing 
aboutit. Neither did he know whether the men 
who had revealed the secrets of the order were 
to be summarily punished, nor whether any 
locals had refused to pay the last assessment of 
25 cents, nor did he know whether the foundry- 
men wanted to form a separate trades district 
assembly. The gentleman was ignorant of 
everything. 

The clerks and salesmen’s section of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union is preparing a bill to submit to 
the State Workingmen’s Assembly at its meet- 
ingin Albany in January and then to be pre- 
sented tu the Legislature, amending the Penal 
Code and calling for summary proceedings be- 
fore a police magistrate in case of the violation 
of the Sunday law. 

The special committee that had been eo 
by the Central Labor Union to inquire why Mc- 
Grath, the murderer of McKeghnie, had been let 
out on bail called yesterday on District Attorney 
Martine. That gentleman informed the commit- 
teemen that Judge Cowing had originally fixed 
McGrath’s bail at $5,000, but subsequently 
Judge Gildersleeve reduced the bail to $1,500. 
The committee toid Mr. Martine that McGrath’s 
pondsman was said not to possess the property 
which he had pledged for the bond, and Mr. Mar- 
tine replied that if that could be shown McGrath 
would be arrested. 

The Law Committee of the Central Labor 
Union will, at its next meeting, consider several 
bills that have been sent to it. Among these are 
an Industrial Technical Education bill; a bill to 
adopt the Australian method of election; a bill 
giving workmen aright to recover damages for 
injuries received at work; a bill to increase the 
damages to be recovered for injuries resulting 
in death from $5,000 to $10,000, and a bill to 
make all city departments single headed and 
elective.

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THH TESTIMONY IN. 

RADHA SUIT TO BE SUMMED UP 
TO-DAY. 

The remainder of the testimony in the 
Seymour-Lorillard suit was heard yesterday in 
the Superior Court before Judge O’Gorman. The 
case will probably be given to the jury to-day. 
Pierre Lorillard was, as usual, in court beside his 
counsel, John E. Parsons. James M. Seymour, 
the plaintiff, was also there, and freqnently 
prompted his lawyers, Joseph H. Choate and 
Gen. Roger A. Pryor. 

John McKenn, formerly chicf engineer on 
board the Radha, testified that the yacht was so 
tight that she did not take in enough water even 
to wash the bilge out. Witness said Mr. Sey- 
mour asked him to stand by him and he’d make 
a man of him. Witness thought he was a man 
anyway and toid Mr. Seymour he presumed he 
didn’t require witness’s services any longer. 
Witness had only seen surface shrinking of the 
seams of the Radha, such as any Wood exposed 
to such heat would show. 

Richard D. Lyons, a “first-class 1,000 tons” 
engineer, who had crossed the ocean {n Mr. Mor- 
gan’s yacht, said that the Radha never leaked to 
his knowledge. 

Thomas S. Marvel, a shipbuilder, said that the 
oak used in planking the Radha was first class 
and as well seasoned as any that could be pro- 
cured at that time. 

Edward Patten, formerly a fireman on board 
the Radha, was called. ‘ One morning,” said he, 
‘Mr. Seymour said: ‘Don’t you think that a 
man who would sella boat like this should be 
shot? I said I didn’t know what he meant. He 
asked me if I were married, I said I was. He 
wanted to know if I’d take my wife on board the 
Radha. Said I: ‘I think as much of my wife as 
any one, but I’d let her goon board the Radha 
if I were there.’ I wouldn’t sign the affidavit he 
asked me to sign.” 

* Did you say that you would rather sink with 
Lorillard than swim with Seymour?” asked Gen. 
Pryor. 

“T never said anything of the kind.” 

William B. Fortuer, a Philadelphia shipbuilder, 
said that the planking of the Radha was sound 
and good. A number of other witnesses were ex- 
amined and the case was closed. Mr. Choate 
suggested that the jury should pay a visit to the 
Radha, but Judge O’Gorman decided that the 
testimony had been so comprehensive that a visit 
Was unnecessary. 

“Tl allow you each one hour to sum up to- 
morrow,” said the Judge. 

**T don’t believe I can talk an hour about it,” 
replied Mr. Choate, ‘‘ but I'll try.”

A SWINDLER’S NOVEL SCHEME. 

A swindler with more boldness than brains 
dropped down into Wall-street yesterday, and by 
paying 15 cents to a messenger boy tried to 
scoop in 500 shares of Reading Railroad stock. 
The plan didn’t work. If it had there would 
have been a new sorrow in the office of L &S. 
Wormser. That was the firm whom the effort 
was made to dupe. The messenger boy ran in 
with a note addressed to I. & 8. Wormser asking 
that 500 shares of Reading (worth in the market 
about $16,000) be loaned to Van Schaick & Co., 
another of Wall-street’s prominent brokerage 
houses. In the letter was a check drawn to the 
order of Van Schaick & Co. on the Chemung 
Valley Bank, of this State, for $7,500. 

The Messrs. Wormser scrutinize things in 
their office pretty closely just now, and before 
sending over the 500 shares of stock the note 
asked for, they dispatched one of their clerks to 
see if it wasall right. Jenkins Van Schaick’s 
language is generally very much tothe point 
and easily understood. When he saw that note 
and that check, with their clever imitations of 
his firm’s signature, he was even more to the 
point than usual, but he didn’t waste much 
rhetoric in the office; he rushed up Wali-street, 
found three or four detectives and put them at 
work. The messenger boy described the man 
who had giventhe note and said that he had 

romised to take the stuck up to @ house in 

hirty-eighth-street. The police promise to 
sapture the enterprising citizen promptly. 
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A BOASTFUL ANAROHIST. 

Louis Dryer, a cornice manufacturer at 
No. 339 West Eighteenth-street, caused the ar- 
rest yesterday of Ferdinand Schultze, a former 
employe, for attempting to shoot him. Schultze 
is a mild-looking German, his appearance indi- 


cating that he had been drinking heavily. He 
had been discharged because accused of stealing 
tools to pawn for liquor. Yesterday afternoon 
Schultze went to the shop with his wife and de- 
manded to be reinstated. He was very violent, 
and finally drew a loaded revolver and pointed 
it at Dryer’s head. Mrs. Schultze wrenched the 
pistol out of her husband’s hand. Then he was 
arrested. : : 

The prisoner was noisy and violent in the 
Jetterson Market Court, later in the day, and 
abused the complainant. Mr. Dryer said that 
Schultze was a dangerous fellow, “Judge,” 
said Dryer, ‘that fellow is one of those Anarch- 
ists and dynamiters. He boasted to the work- 
men in the shop that he was in Chicagoin May 
last during the labor troubles there, and that he 
was in the Haymarket-square riot when the 
bomb was thrown and s0 many policemen were 
killed.” The prisoner denied that he had at- 
tempted to shoot Dryer. He said that he merely 
struck at him when he attempted to put his 
wife out of the shop by force. He refused tosay 
whether he was an Anarchist_or dynamiter. 
He was locked up in default of $700 bail.

A NEW DEPUTY OOLLEOTOR. 
Oo. BP M’CLELLAND, OF DOBBS FERRY, IN 
CHARGE OF THE SEVENTH DIVISION. 
The nomination of C. P. McClelland, of 
Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., to be Deputy Collector of 
the Port of New-York, was yesterday sent to 
Washington by Collector Magone. The formal 
offer of the position was made to Mr. McClelland 
by the Collector on Saturday. The new Deputy 
Collector has been a firm supporter of Mr. 
Cleveland since the latter was nominated for the 
Governorship. He was elected to the Legisla- 
ture from Westchester County in 1884, and 
would have been renominated this year but for the 
peculiar methods of Congressman Stahlnecker. 
The latter lives at Yonkers, which is the big end 


of the district represented by Mr, McClelland in 
1885 and 1886. He assured Mr. McClelland that 
he need not bother himself about Yonkers, and 
the Assemblyman took a tripto Europe. He dis- 
eovered, when it was too late, that Stahlnecker 
had made a deal with the Knights of Labor, who 
were enabled by it to nominate a member of the 
order. The deal lost the district to the Demo- 
crats, Since ‘his defeat tor a nomination Mr. Mc- 
Clelland has not wasted much sympathy on Mr. 
Stahinecker, who, as an anti-Administration 
man, will not be pleased to hear of the ex-repre- 
sentative’s appointment, In fact, among Demo- 
crats who understand the matter, his appoint- 
ment is considered a direct slap at the Congress- 
moan from Yonkers. 

Mr. McClelland lives at Dobbs Ferry. Heisa 
lawyer and has an office at No, 245 Broadway. 
He is 32 years of age, and has never filled an ap- 
pointive office. He said yesterday that the ap- 
pointment was in the nature of a thorough sur- 
prise to him, as he haa never thought of the 
position, much less asked for it. He will have 
charge of the Seventh Division or Law Depart- 
ment, and was already hard at work yesterday 
afternoon. Regarding the appointment Collector 
Magone said: ‘“ The Collector understands that 
the Deputy in charge of the Seventh Division 
should have the full confidence of the Adminis- 
tration, as well as the Collector, in the matter of 
legal ability, discretion, and good character, and 
on that principle Mr. McClelland has been ap- 

vointed.” Collector Magone is aware that Mr. 
McClelland is personally on very friendly terms 
with President Cleveland. 

Mr. McClelland was one of the delegates to the 
Syracuse Convention which, in 1882, nominated 
Grover Cleveland for the Governorship. The 
cheers of the convention were at their loudest 
when a large crayon portrait of Mr. Cleveland 
was placed on the stage in full view of the dele- 
gates, Quickiy turning to a brother delegate 
Mr. McCleliand said, ‘* Gaze on the next Prest- 
dent!” The advice was givén on the spur of the 
moment, but the incident was often referred to 
in the campaign of 1884 by Mr. McClelland while 
he was advocating the election of Mr. Cleveland 
to the Presidency. 
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THE HOSPITAL OOLLECTIONS. 
A BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR A LARGE 
FOND THIS YEAR. 

The Directors of the Hospital Saturday 
and Sunday Association held a meeting last even- 
ing to make final arrangements for the collection 
work of this season. There were present the 
President, George Mucculloch Miller, Hyman 


Blum, the Rev. George 8. Baker, the Rev. Tal- 
bot W. Chambers, the Rey. Dr. Armitage, Fred- 
erick Sturges, Heber R. Bishop, the Rev. Thonias 
M. Peters, 'T. C. Smith, A. G. Agnéw, Charles 
Renauld, the Rev. Dr, Van Rensselaer, Bradford

The outlook, as reported, is most encouraging, 
and there isa prospect for a larger collection 
being made for the hospitals this year than ever 
before. Already the boxes for offerings have 
been placed at the elevated railroad gtations and 
in factories and express offices, mong the 
trades the work has been goingon. Among the 
dry goods people Louis Stix has already collect- 
ed $3,200, which is more than this trade contrib- 
uted last year. William H. Cummings, George 
B. Wilson, Heman Rosenwald, and Gustav Ja- 
cobi were reported to be making a thorough 
canvass in the tobacco trade with excellent re- 
sults. On Sunday contributions will be made 
in 250 churches. General Agent Cook stated 
that he had visited clergymen this year 
whose churches had not given last year 
and almost every one had sporen a good word 
for the association and said that a collection 
would be taken this year. The appeal to the 
women of New-York which was recently issued 
by the Hospital Association was reported to have 
received much attention and much was hoped 
from it. By another year it is thought a Woman’s 
Auxiliary Association will be organized. 

Mr. Schiff thought the banks and corporations 
ought to be asked to contribute to the fund. Mr. 
Schiff and Mr. Miller were appointed a commit- 
tee to look into the matter. A committee con- 
sisting of the Rev. Dr. Peters and Messrs, Agnew 
and Schiff was appointed to examine the reports 
of the several hospitals to the association.

STRUCK BY A OYOCLONE,

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THREE OAPTAINS ON TRIAL. 
CHINESE GAMBLING ILLUSTRATED BE- 
FORE THE POLICE BOARD. 


Three Police Captains, McCullagh junior, 
Ryan, and Mount, were on trial yesterday. The 
charges in two of the cases were technical. In 


ulberry-street, 


the case of Capt. McCullagh the specifications | 


in substance were that he permitted the Chinese 
gambling game “ fan-tan” to be carried on at va- 
rious places from January to July last and was 
guilty of lack of vigilance and neglect of duty. 
The witnesses for the prosecution were Sin 
Chung Chew, I. C. Thoms,and Hui Kin, and the 
accused brought into court 16 Chinamen and an 


interpreter. They testified that persons whose 
names they did not remember told them that 
when a fuss was made about Chinese gambling 
McCullagh sent out word that it had better stop 
tor the present, and when the fuss was over he 
gave a hint that it ‘might, go on again. The 
games were “ fan-tan,” another of which no one 
knew the name or could properly explain, and 
Chinese dominoes. 

To phe the Comnissioners in an intelligent 
position Hui Kin and Thoms played a game of 
**fan-tan.” In ita dealer covers coins or count- 
ers with a bowl and the players bet on the 
chance of one, two, three, or four coins or count- 
ers being left on the board when those under the 
bowl have been reduced by drawing four at a 
time until only four or less are left. Sin Chung 
Chew was absent and will be examined next 
week. Thoms admitted in cross-examination that 
charges were made against Chew by members of 
a soc 5! in Brooklyn to which he belongs; that 
he received money from many Chinamen for 
getting various sorts of protection for them. 

Anthony Comstock, the first witness for the 
defense, testified that he knew Chew. Some 
time ago he complained of the harm done to his 
countrymen by gambling. Mr. Comstock told 
him to go ahead and. get evidence and he would 
act. Chew never got any evidence. 

A Chinese witness swore that he paid Hui 
Kin $2 for “protection.” The other Chinese 
swore that no gambling went on in the places in- 
dicated in the complaint. Some of them said 
they would not know ‘fan-tan” if they saw it 
played. 

Capt. McCullagh told what steps he had taken 
to stop Chinese gambling, and how difficult, if 
not impossible, it would be to prove it even if it 
were played in open court. 6 illustrated this 
by producing various “ lay-outs’” seized by him. 
He had done all he could in the premises. 

Detective McDonald, the officer attached tothe 
Chinese Consulate, corroborated Capt, McCul- 
lagh’s assertion that it was almost impossible to 
honestly swear that Chinamen gamble. His ap- 
pearance in the Chinese quarter is the signal for 
every Chinese gambling resort to close, 

It was conceded that the defendant had the 
best of the case. 

Capt. Mount, accused of failing to send a watch 
to the property clerk, said that it was retained 
as evidence in a felony case. Capt. Ryan, ac- 
cused of keeping jewelry and money over the 
time prescribed in the rules, pleaded forgetful- 
ness and negligence, Their cases were referred 
to the full board.

BASED ON PRECEDENTS. 
HOW THE CABLE COMPANY HOPES TO 
SAVE ITS CHARTER. 

Charles P. Shaw, counsel for the Cable 
Railway Company, is very hopeful that the 
Court of Appeals will think better of the charter 
of that corporation than in the court’s recent 
decision, by reason of facts and arguments that 
will be submitted at the rehearing which has 
been ordered. “The court,” he said in explana- 


tion of his hope that the company’s charter may 
yet be saved, ‘unmistakably indicated its con- 
currence in flve propositions: 

“ First—Did the Rapid Transit act of 1875 author. 
ize the construction of surface roads to be operated 
by any power except animal power? 

 Second—Did the Mayor’s Cable Rapid Transit 
Commissioncrs correctly fix the time for the con- 
struction of the cable roads they laid out? 

“ Third—Should the cahle company’s contention 
that the company was not affected by the Jacob 
Sharp Surface Railroad act of 1884, on the ground of 
vested rights, be sustained 3 


‘On these three questions,” Mr. Shaw said, 
‘the courtiswiththecablecompany. The other 
two questions considered by the court are: 

“ Fourth—Did the Mayor's Commissioners ade- 
quately protect the rights of the city by a failure to 
require a forfeiture of all the cable company ever 
might possess in case the company failed to build 
every foot of its 70 miles of railway laia out by those 
Commissioners, in the precise way and on the pre- 
cise plan presented by the Commissioners? 


“On this question,” Mr. Shaw said, “the court 
ruled adversely to the cable company. But the 
court evidently overlooked the fact thatalready, 
in the case of the Manhattan Railway, it had ap- 
proved a precise form for this forfeiture to the 
city. Article X. of the Manhattan charter, as 
prepared by Mayor Wickham’s Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, is identical in language with 
Article X. of the cable company’s charter on this 
subject of forfeiture. Both provide that for- 
feiture can be imposed only upon uncompleted 
portions of the road, 

“The fifth and last point considered by the 
court relates to ey wy of the cable company, 
which are criticised for indefiniteness as to the 
elevated portion of their system. Here again the 
articles wer® copied verbatim from the plans of 
the Manhattan Company. We have moved fora 
rehearing, so that the court might have its atten- 
tion recalled to its provisions approved in the 
Manhattan case, That argument will be had in 
the early part of January. Mr. Evarts has been 
consulted about it and, as tne senior counsel, 
has approved and directed the proceedings.”

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THE DISCOVERT? OF GOLDSMITH MAID 
' BREATHES HIS LAST. 

Alden Goldsmith, one of the most prom- 
inent of the trotting horse breeders of this coun- 
try, and the introducer of Goldsmith Maid to the 
turf, died at his old homestead, Walnut Grove 


| Farm, Blooming Grove, Orange County, early 


yesterday morning. He had been ill about three 
weeks. He leaves a widow and three children, 
James H., John Alden, and Annie 8. Goldsmith. 
The funeral services will be held to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

Alden Goldsmith was 66 years old, having 
been born at the homestead where he died, on 
Dec. 4, 1820. He was one of the fourth genera- 


tion of his family that had occupied Walnut 
Grove Farm, which his greatgrandfather put- 
chased under a patent from Queen 
1735, and he was greatly attached to the 


old place. His education was obtained at the | 
common schools, and he began early in life to 


devote himself to the breeding and training of 
fine trotting stock. In the Spring of 1865 he 
purchased Goldsinith Maid for $600, and 
laced her with William Bodine ‘for training. 
hree years later he sold the Maid*to 





Budd Doble for $20,000, and thought he 
had made a fine bargain until he learned that her 
earnings on the turf afterward netted her owner 
some $240,000. Mr. Goldsmith also brought 
out Gloster, Huntress, Powers, Driver, Alley, 
Volunteer, Heptagon, Domestic, and many oth- 
er well known trotters, besides a large number 
which have still their reputations to make. His 
stock farm was a mode) one, and it is 
said that he gave to the turf more 
trotters with records below.2:20 than any other 
one man in the world. He had trotted his horses 
for years on every track in the country from San 
Francisco to the most Eastern city included in 
a circuit, and was a familiar figure on all the 
courses. He realized a great deal of money 
from his turf ventures, and he left behind him, 
it is estimated, a large fortune. Last season, in 
partnership with Edwin Thortie, he leased the 
track at. Poughkeepsie, and tried the experi- 
ment of holding a trotting meeting without pool 
selling. This proved a failure, and he lost con- 
siderable on the venture. 

Mr. Goldsmith found time to devote some at- 
tention to politics. He was a Republican, and

He was 
also a member of the County Finance Commit- 
tee during the war of the rebellion. He was a 
delegate to several of the Republican State Con- 
ventions, and was the candidate of the party for 
Sheriff of Orange County last. year, but was de- 
feated.

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BANK TAXES IN 


MERCANTILE NATIONAL 
THE CITY ADVANCED. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A decision was rendered 
by the Supreme Court of the United States to-day 
upon the motion to advance a very important New- 
York bank tax case, which stands upon the docket as 
No. 1,258.—The Mercantile National Bank of the city 
of New-York, appellant, vs. The Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Commonalty of the City of New-York and 
George W. McLean, Receiver of Taxes. This case 
isone of 35 brought by the national banks of the 
city of New-York against the municipal authorities 


of that city, Itis abill in equity to restrain the 
collection o? taxes assessed upon the shares of stock 
of the said banks. The case raises the qnestion 
whether or not the system of laws enforced in the 
State of New-Yor is in opgosition to sec- 
tion 5,219 of the Revised tatutes, which 
requires that the taxation of the shares of 
national banks “ shall not be ata greater rate than is 
assessed upon other moneyed capital in the hands of 
the individual citizens of such State.” If the views 
contended for by the national banks are correct the 
assessments upon the shares of stock of such banks 
are void, as in conflict with the act of Congress; 
otherwise the assessment is valid. The entire tax 
in question for the year 1885 (on account of the 
taxes for which the present suit is brought) 1s con- 
siderably over $1,000,000. By a law of New-York 
(chapter 409 of the Laws of 1882) a bank is ettiaed 
to retain “so much of any dividend or dividends be- 
longing to such stockholders as shall be necessary 
to pay, any taxes assessed” upon the shares 
against the shareholders, and the tax is made 
a lien upon the _ shares. The laws of 
New-York afford no action against a bank 
for the collection of taxes assessed upon its share- 
holders for the shares therein, and whether any rem- 
edy exists against the banks to recover so much of 
the dividends as was to be retained by them for the 
taxes under the statute above cited has never been 
judicially determined. Pending the present litiga- 
tion the banks have refused to pay the taxes either 
themselves or for their shareholders, and as the taxes 
forthe year 1886 are also in default the amount in- 
volved in this case exceeds $2,000,000. The number 
of persons thus assessed for shares in banks was 
20,474 in 1885 and 19,220 in 1886. The legal reim- 
edies existing for the collection of these taxes would 
require, therefore, the commencement and prosecu- 
tion of 39,694 proceedings at law. If, however, 
the United States Supreme Court decides against 
the banks upon the merits of the questions involved 
in this appeal they will yoloptertly pay the taxes. 
The laws of New-York affecting this subject in New- 
York City apply throughout the entire State, in 
which the national bank stock involved amounts af 
par value to $83,054,160. Suits also exist in other 
States involving substantially the same questions. 
In view of the fmportance of this case the court has 
granted the motion to advance, and has assigned it 
for argument on the first day after the February re- 
cess, following the cases already assigned for that 
day. A similar motion has been granied in the case 
of the National Newark lacoeny | Company dgainst 
the city of Newark, presenting the same questions.

Discoveries made by the Naval Board of 
Concentration in the Brooklyn yard show 
how the Government has suffered by the 
use of a clumsy system of making purchases, 
which is now to be abandoned. Some de- 
partments at the yard now have on hand, 
and have had for years, large supplies of 
certain articles which other departments in 
the same yard—perhaps occupying adjoin- 
ing rooms—sorely needed, but there has 
been no rule under which transfers could be 
made. The departments that needed these 
supplies were about to make requisition for 
them in Washington when the members of 
the board arrived at the yard. Under this 
system the several bureaus of the depart- 
ment have heretofore worked independent- 
ly of each other, publishing many advertise- 
ments for small quantities of the same ar- 
ticles, when one advertisement for the en- 
tire quantity needed would have procured 
the supplies at lower prices. With no pro- 
vision for transfers, supplies have been 
heaped up where they were not wanted, 
while the work of buying was continued. 
It is remarkable that such a stupid and ex- 
travagant system was retained so long un- 
der Secretaries who were intelligent. For 
reany years the Government lost money by 
using a similar system in the Indian service, 
and probably it has not yet been wholly 
ebandoned there. 





The resolution introduced into the House 
yesterday by Mr. DINGLEY has a somewhat 
veiled phraseology. It proposes to inquire 
into the expediency of building a part of 
the new vessels of the navy ‘‘on such terms 
as will best secure the end sought by re- 
sponsible citizens or companies who will 
undertake to establish new iron and steel 
shipbuilding establishments.” The pre- 
amble sets forth the advantage of having 
numerous well equipped private © ship- 
building establishments in the coun- 
try. Yet it would be difficult to 
say what fairer way there could be of en- 
couraging such new enterprises than offer- 
ing them a chance to bid on contracts for 
vessels like the five for which proposals were 
recently invited, and the two additional 
ones on which bids will soon be called for.

RECIPROCITY TREATIES AND SUGAR. 

In their groping after some’ means of 
avoiding a tremendous surplus while re- 
taining the protective taxes on the favored 
manufactures, some of the Republicans 
have hit on the idea of trading off the sugar 
duties with our southern neighbors. The 
plan, so far as itis yet defined, is that the 
President shall be requested to negotiate a 
number of treaties for reciprocity in trade, 
by which the United States will agree to re- 
duce or repeal the sugar duties, provided 
the other party to the treaty will reduce or 
repeal the various high duties imposed on 
American manufactures. In theory this is 
not a bad plan, sofar as it goes. We be- 
lieve the credit of applying it to our present 
situation is due to Senator FrrYr, of 
Maine, who is a keen and practical 
man, and would be a very good 
legislator if he could forget that he is a 
Republican politician. Mr. ALDRICH has 
adopted the notion and introduced it to 
the Senate yesterday. But the idea has 
been cherished among the prq@ection- 
ists for some time, and has been more 
or less discussed as a last resort when it be- 
came necessary to do something. Politically 
it eannot be regarded as very consistent, for 
it involves cutting loose from the Louisiana 
men, who have been very useful to the pro- 
tectionists, and who only last Saturday could 
have given victory to Mr. MorRISsON if they 
had chosen. But the ties of gratitude or 
honor rest very lightly on the protectionists. 
Their politics always take guidance from 
their vockets, and the Louisiana men would 
be thrown over with a light heart if it was 
believed that this would save the duties on 
wool and the metals. 

The plan does not meet the situation. It 
would not work quickly enough. The sur- 
plus will be used up, or nearly so, by the 
end of the fiscal year—June 30. Reciprocity 
treaties cannot be made and put in force in 
sixty days, and that is all that is left of this 
session. If they could be negotiated and be 
approved by the Senate, which is impossibls, 
they would require legislation with the co- 
operation of the House to have fulletfect. As 
@ means of preventing accumulation of 
money in theTreasury the scheme is an idle 
one. Asa political mancuvre it is likely to 
prove more plausible than effective. It gives 
the Republicans the appearance of being lib- 
eral, of wishing to prevent a surplus and to 
reduce taxation, and at the same time to 
promote foreign trade. It has about it 
also a little of the glamour of patriot- 
ism. It is “American” trade that will be 
promoted, and that federation of American 
-peoples of which we have heard a good deal 
in the past ten years may be pictured at the 
end of the pathway on which we should 
thus enter. And with all this the favored 
industries would continue to grow rich on 
the taxes imposed on the clothing, the shel- 
ter, and the tools of American workingmen. 

But the scheme has not solid merit 
enough to stand discussion. It is extremely 
‘impracticable; so much so that before it 
could: be got into working shape it would be 
generally suspected of being a mere trick to 
gain time. Areciprocity treaty is a very 
complex thing at best. It affects necessarily

If 
this principle is sound-as-to sugar duties 
with reference to Mexico and Cuba, it is 
sound as to duties on wool and on iron ore 
and iron and steel and pottery and lumker 
and other imports from other countries. If 
it is profitable to take off duties in order to 
get freer trade with the South, itis profitable 
to take them off to make trade freer with 
the East and the North. And this is a fact 
that the country is beginning to under- 
stand. 


SENATOR MILLERS LESSON. 

WARNER MILLER had it in his power last 
Winter to make anend of THOMAS C, Piatt.

Hitt sent to the Senate on 
March 10 nominations for a Health Officer 
ard three Quarantine Commissioners of this 
portit was known that there were seven 
Republican Senators who, being but servile 
instruments of PLatrr, would oppose their 
confirmation. But there were thirteen Re- 
publican Senators who did not belong to 
PLatT. These thirteen Senators knew that 
the Quarantine establishment here wasin the 
hands of a corrupt and greedy ring com- 
posed of Health Officer WILLIAM M. SmITH, 
Quarantine Commissioner Tuomas C. 
PLATT, and Quarantine Commissioner 
JOHN A. NicHots. They knew that this 
ring used its great power to plunder and 
oppress the commerce of the port. They 
knew, moreover, that PLATT’S power as a 
politician depended on his continuance in 
office as Quarantine Commissioner, and that 
as a politician he had too long been cuar- 
ried by the Republican Party of this State, 
a baleful burden, poisoning the currents of 
the party’s activity, debasing its aims and 
methods, and bringing it into contempt in 
the eyes of decent men. 

‘What are these thirteen Senators afraid 
of?” asked THE TIMES onthe 6th of May, 
ten days before the end of the session, for 
the Governor’s nominations were still un- 
confirmed. “Are they afraid that WARNER 
MILLER will not be returned to the United 
States Senate unless he can have the help 
of ‘Tom’ PLaT?T’s Quarantine corruption 
fund, and of ‘Tom’ PLaTt’s political hench- 
men?” It was plainly evident at that time 
that fearofPxLattT had paralyzed the thirteen 
Republicans, but there is reason to suppose 
that the failure to confirm the Quarantine 
nominations was due not so much to a pur- 
pose to secure. PLATT’sS active co-operation 
in Mr. MILLER’s Senatorial canvass as to a 
desire to escape his hostility. On the part 
of Senator MILLER it was natural to show 
this desire. It was also weak. The oppor- 
tunity had come to put an end to the career 
of this political conspirator and corruption- 
ist and WARNER MILLER had the best of 
reasons for seizing and usingit. His influ- 
ence with the thirteen Senators friendly to 
him would have been decisive against 
PLATT, and not only might that infiu- 
ence have been properly and honorably used, 
but it ought to have been used. It was 
not used, and Senator MILLER is now reap- 
ing the reward of his irresolution and timid- 
ity. THomas C. Piatt has shown his 
gratitude in an entirely characteristic way 
by giving up his days and nights for months 
to the devising of ways and the distribution 
of means to prevent Mr. MILLER’s return 
to the United States Senate. Heis the man- 
ager, the brains, and the inspiration of Mr. 
Levi P. MortTon’s canvass. He has em- 
ployed to accomplish Mr. MILLER’s defeat 
the political power which Mr. MILLER in- 
considerately left in his hands last Winter. 
We find in the columns of the Sun of yes- 
terday this brief and accurate account of 
the situation: “A powerful auxiliary to 
MortTon’s canvass is. found in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel in the person of ex-Senator 
T. C. Piatt, who is untiring, keen, and 
sagacious in his efforts to defeat the man 
who got his seat in 1881. If MILLER is de- 


-feated it will be due to the enmity of PLATT 


as much as to any other cause.” 

We have not the least sympathy with Mr. 
MoRTON’s ambition to become a Senator. 
The ambition itself does him no discredit, 
but the methods and the agencies by which 
he seeks its gratification do him much. 
The activity of THoMaAs C. PLATT in his be- 
half is alone enough to make honorable Re- 
publicans look with wariness and suspicion 
upon his canvass; and when honorable Re- 
publicans reflect further that Mr. MoRTON’s 
prominence as a candidate is entirely due 
to the astuteness with which that activity 
has been directed, and not.to his own public 
services, -they may reasonably conclude 
that wherever. else _ their support 
may go in this contest, whether 
to Mr. MiLier, to Mr. Hiscock, or to 
some other and yet unnamed aspirant for 
the place, it cannot with satisfaction to 
themselves go to Mr. Puiati’s candidate. 
But if Mr. PLatr should, to the great mis- 
fortune of the Republican Party and of hon- 
est politic’, succeed in his schemes and de- 
feat Mr. MILLER; the lessoh of that defeat 
will be worth all of its tremendous cost to 
the Herkimer Senator should it ever again 
be in his power in any post of trust and re- 
sponsibility to rid his party and the politics 
of the State of such a scourge as ‘‘ ToM” 
Piatt. We doubt not that Senator MILLER 
has already Had this :Wholésome teaching 
of the Sen&drial canvass desply impressed 
upon his mind. If-ke will heed it, and 
should be so fortunate as to be returned 
to the Senate in spite of Pratt, he 
will add at least one elément of use- 
fulness to his equipment es a Senator.

THE SENTENCE OF M’QUADE. 

The Recorder exercised some leniency in 

sentencing MCQUADE to seven years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $5,000, inasmuch 
as hemight have given him a term of im- 
prisonment longer by three years. He gave 
two reasons for this leniency, first that the 
guilty man had steod high in the com- 
munity and borne a good character and 
reputation before the crime was committed 
for which he was to be sentenced, and 
second, that he did not add to his guilt by 
taking the stand and committing perjury as 
JAEBNE did. Neither of these seems to us 
to be precisely a mitigating circumstance. 
JAEHNE’S perjury may have been a reason 
for not showing leniency in his case, and 
his bad character could hardly be taken 
as a ground for showing him any favor. 
But the fact that McQuapr, after 
having virtually admitted his crime by 
offering to plead guilty on certain terms, 
did not venture to deny it on thewitness 
stand. in no degree lessened his guilt. The 
fact that he bore a good character, and 
stood well in the community when he was 
elected to the Board of Aldermen implied a 
higher degree of trust on the part of his con- 
stituents, and made his betrayal of that 
trust as a public officer more heinous rather 
than less. The people themselves share the 
responsibility in some degree when they 
elect to office men from whom they have no 
right to expect integrity of conduct, and 
there is less excuse for those whose breed- 
ing and reputation have led people to place 
confidence in them. We can hardly admit 
that discrimination should be made in fa- 
vor of those who fall furthest in committing 
crime. 

But the penalty is a severe one, neverthe- 
less, and itis to be hoped that in connection 
with that imposed upon JAEHNE and those 
which may yet be imposed upon other of- 
fenders it will have the effect of placing 
upon the crime of bribery the degree of op- 
probium that rightly belongs to it. The 
Recorder, both in charging the jury and in 
sentencing the convicted offender, dwelt 
with much emphasis upon the gravity 
of this crime and its pernicious results. 
He could not do so with too much emphasis, 
butitis asad fact that this meanest and 
most mischievous of crimes has come to be 
regarded in this community with an alarm- 
ing degree of indifference. Men have not 
been lacking who, without being conscious 
of degrading themselves, have been dis- 
posed to excuse, if not to justify, it. It had 
almost come to be regarded as inevitable, 
if not as a necessary means of affecting the 
action of Aldermen and even of State legis- 
lators. 

In this city men have been chosen. to the 
Board of Aldermen of so low a character 
that nobody really expected them to be 
upright and honest. It has been very gen- 
erally believed thatif they had an oppor- 
tunity for corrupt gain, with a reasonable 
expectation of escaping exposure and pun- 
ishment, they would not turn away from it. 
For years it has been notorious that Alder- 
men were paid to secure privileges for citi- 
zens even when they were.fairly entitled 
to them, and when privileges of great 
value were desired at their hands it 
was regarded as preposterous to expect 
to get them for nothing. The practice of 
bribery has become so common that the 
standard of judging it has been utterly de- 
moralized. Itis known that men have se- 
cured nominations and elections both to 
the Board of Aldermen and to the Legisla- 
ture at considerable cost to themselves with 
the deliberate expectation and intention of 
making money by it. Money has been cor- 
ruptly used in politics and in public bodies, 
sometimes with hardly an attempt at con- 
cealment, until the people were in danger 
of losing all sense of the heinousness of this 
form of crime, if they did not even forget 
that it was crime at all. 

If the exposure of the bribery in the case 
of the Broadway Railroad franchise shall 
result in the exposure and punishment of 
all who participated’ in the crime, except 
those who have died or fled in disgrace, it 
will go very far toward re-establishing a 
sound standard of judgment for this offense, 
and quickening the public conscience to a 
more prompt and severe condemnation of 
those who are guilty of it. When it 
is treated as a felony and those who 
have profited by it are placed on the 
same footing with burglars and bank rob- 
bers it will not be so lightly thought of or 
so easily indulged in. It isto be hoped that 
when once the slow foot of. justice has over- 
taken the giver and the receiver of bribes it 
will not stop until it has stamped out the 
iniquity which threatened to rot the very 
foundations of our political fabric. It 
should be a significant omen for those who 
betray public trusts for lucre and for those 
who debauch the holders of public trusts 
for their own gain. 


THE CASE OF GEN. SHALER. 

The Health Department has recently had 
its annual contest with the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment about supplies of 
money. The Health Department has not 
obtained so much money for salaries and 
work as its representatives think.it should 
receive. The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment has undoubtedly given some 
weight to the report of the Commissioners 
of Accounts, in which the management of 
the Health Department was severely criti- 
cised. The Commissioners urge that the 
department should be so reorganized as to 
come under the government ‘of a single 
Commissioner of experience, ability, firm- 
ness, and unquestioned integrity of charac- 
ter.” 

Whatever may be the shortcomings of the 
department’s management and the faults 
of its chief, there are many men connected 
with it who work faithfully for the good of 
the city. Naturally they desire that the de- 
partment should not be deprived of the 
‘sinews of war, feeling, perhaps, that in their 
‘own spheres of usefulness larger supplies of 
money would enable them to reach more 
satisfactory results. And so they are found

comes, can have confidence in the Health 
Department so long as Gen. SHALER shall 
remain at the head of it. The testimony 
produced at the trials of this officer has 
convinced the people that he is not fit to hold 
the place to which he still clings. Charges 
were first preferred against him by the 
Mayor one yearago. The hearing upon them 
was postponed at the réquest of his counsel 
while he was endeavoring to defend him- 
self in court after he had been indicted for 
having accepted bribes. When the hearing 
did take place the charges were not over- 
thrown by evidence, and the Mayor for- 
warded to Gov. HILu an order for his re- 
moval. Nearly seven months have passed 
since that action was taken, but the Gov- 
ernor has failed either to approve or to dis- 
approve the order, and SHALER continues to 
be President of the Health Department. 

The work that should be done by the 
department over which he presides is of the 
greatest importance to the welfare of this 
great city. Even if Gen. SHALER were not 
regarded by so many as guilty of the 
crimes for which he was tried, he would 
still be unfit to hold his office, for neither 
education nor experience has given him the 
qualifications which the President of the 
Health Board of a great city should possess. 
As the matter stands, he is doubly disquali- 
fied. 

The Health Department should have at 
its disposal a sufficient force of qualified 
and earnest employés and as much money 
as can wisely be used for the preservation 
of the public health and the prevention 
of disease. Real economy demands gener- 
ous appropriations for such service when 
those who do the work are honest and faith- 
ful public servants and are properly 
qualified by education and experience. 
The retention of Gen. SHALER threat- 
ens to work great injury to the people 
by destroying public confidence in the 
agencies which should always have pub- 
lic support and by causing the — depart- 
ment to be deprived of the money which 
an efficient and respected department would 
use to advantage. It cannot fail to have a 
demoralizing influence upon the entire or- 
ganization. It is time for the people of 
New-York to express in some way their dis- 
approval of this condition of affairs and to 
demand that the department in which they 
take so deep an interest shall be placed in 
worthy hands. Gov. H1Lv’s delay is inex- 
cusable. ‘He has trifled with the interests 
of this city. Surely he could have reached 
some conclusion regarding this matter in 
less than seven months. 

The Law Committee of the Central Labor 
Union has under consideration several bills 
of more or less interest. One of these pro- 
poses that all the city departments shall be 
made single-headed, which, with perhaps 
one or two exceptions, would be a good 
thing, and elective, which would, without 
doubt, be avery bad thing. Another is a 
bill to introduce the Australian ballot, of 
which, as our readers know, we are in 
favor. A change of the law by which an 


employer shall be made liable for $10,000 


damages instead of $5,000, in case of the 
death of a workman in consequence of his 
act or neglect, is also to be commended. A 
laborer earns the interest of $10,000 at 4 
per cent., which is as high a rate as a 
laborer’s family would be able to obtain, 
and it seems only fair to capitalize his 
value to his family at thatsum. As to the 
bill for industrial education, th€ full text of 
that measure would be necessary in order to 
pass an intelligent judgment upon it.

HARVARDS BIG ROLL. 


FACTS GATHERED FROM THE ANNUAL 
CATALOGUE. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 20.—By the an- 
nual catalogue of Harvard University, which 
was issued to-day, it appears that the number of 
students in the college proper is as follows: 
Seniors, 239; Juniors, 238; Sophomores, 224; 
Freshmen, 280; special students, 96, making the 
total in this department of the university 1,077. 
The other departments are represented as fol- 
lows: Medical School, 271; Law School, 180; 
Divinity School, 20; Scientific School, 14; Den- 


tal School, 28; Bussey Institute of Farming and 
Agriculture, 8; School of Veterinary Medicine, 
25; graduate department, 70. This makes the 
total number of students 1,693, from which 5 
have to be deducted, leaving the actual number 
enrolled on the books of the university 1,688. 
The greatest increase in any one department of 
the university has been in the Law School, 
where th® number has been increased by 26. 
Many of the other departments also show an in- 
crease; the college by 9, the Medical School by 
9, and the Bussey Institute by 4. The 
grand total shows an increase of 26, 
which would have been much larger had 
not the rules in regard to special students 
gone into force, by which this branch of the col- 
lege was reduced from 110 last year to only 70 
this year. The officers of government and teach- 
ers consist of the President and Fellows, 7; 
Overseers, 32; Professors, 61; Assistant Profes- 
sors, 23; lecturers, 6; tutors, 3; instructors, 58, 
and assistants, 58, making a total of 248, of 
which 179 are teachers. Adding in the four 
preachers, 10 curators, and 31 Proctors and 
other officers, and the whole number of persons 
connected with the university becomes 1,981. 

Among the members of the Faculty and offi- 
cers of government the follewing have been made 
emeritus or retired in recognition of their serv- 
ices to the university as teachers: Prof. James 
Russell Lowell, Professor of the French and 
Spanish Languagesand Literatures and Professor 
of Belles-Lettres, and Prof. Henry W. Torrey, 
Professor of Ancient and Modern History at the 
university for a long term of years. Both of 
these gentlemen deserve the honor, the first for 
his well-known reputation as a scholar and lit- 
térateur and the second for his life-Jong devotion 
to the study of history at Harvard. . 

The rest of the catalogue is devoted to the 
information in regard to the various depart- 
ments of the university which is usually con- 
tained in such a book.

AN OBSTINATE WITNESS. 


WHO REFUSES TO TESTIFY IN THB 
INDIANA FRAUD CASES. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 20.—This morning in 
Commissioner Van Buren’s room Mr. Samuel E. 
Perkins, the witness who refused to testify in 
the election fraud case on the ground of juris- 
diction, appeared by counsel, Hendricks, Hord 
& Hendricks, Duncan, Smith & Wilson, and Har- 
ris & Caikins, three of the leading firms of the 
city. Mr. Perkins was called, and still refused 
to testify, when the Commissioner decided that 
he would cite the facts to Judge Woods and ask 
an order commanding Perkins to testify. The 
certificate was ready, and the attorneys and 
crowd filed down to the Judge’s room. Per- 
kins’s attorneys stated that they desired 
to raise the the question of jurisdiction, 
both as to the Judge and the Commissioner, 
and have a time set forargument. Judge Woods 


said he could not see how the question could 
come up in this way, and decided to dispose of 
the matter summarily. In conversation with 
the attorneys the Judge took the ground that it 
would be absurd to allow any witness who chose 
to raise the question of jurisdiction, ana that tn 
this proceeding the question had been once 
raisi and decided in the affirmative by the 
Commissioner. For the purpose of this hearing 
that was conclusive upop every witness that 
might be summoned. The Judge was very flat- 
footed and decided in his rulings, and concluded 
by deciding that Mr. Perkins must answer, and 
he advised the Commissioner to exhaust his 
tei powers to compel the witness to tes- 

'y. 

Mr. Perkins will be called to-morrow, and itis 
believed that he will continue to refuse, when he 
will be committed, and then habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings will be begun, which will raise the 
question of jurisdiction. During the discussion 
before Judge Woods it was suggested that the 
question of jurisdiction would be argued before 
him to-morrow in the Orange County cases, 
where certain persons have been indicted, but 
the Judge said he could see nothing analogous 
in the two cases. In the Orange County 
case bribery of votes was charged—a very 
different offense from tampering with the election 
returns. ‘‘In the latter,” said he, “the close 
point is the power of the court to try a case in 
which it is charged that the persons accused did 
not change or tamper with the vote for an 
candidate for Cougress, but for some local of- 
pn In the forgery case itis entirely differ- 
ent.’ 

The proceedings attracted much attention, 
and the next step is awaited with interest. It 
is generally understood that Perkins could un- 
fold the whole conspiracy, and he has made cer- 
tain statements indicating as much. Should he 
concinde to tell the truth there will be a 
scampering. There is some talk that he will ba 
missing in the morning. 


FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


EXTENSIVE LUMBER DEALERS MAKE AN 
ASSIGNMENT. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 20. — Monrose 
Brothers & Co., lumber dealers, made an assigu- 
ment to-night to W. B. Sanders. The firm claims 
to be entirely solvent, but made the assignment 
by advice of counsel because this afternoon tive 
attachments were placed on its property by 
Charles E. Ware, Jr., a lawyer, who came here 
representing Eastern creditors. Mr. W: R. Mon- 
roe, who, with Mr. Winchester, of Ashburn- 
ham, Mass., constitutes the firm of Monrose 
Brothers & Co., feels very bitter on account of 
this move, as he was assured from the East that 


efforts would be made to adjust the difficulties 
outside of insolvency. He first learned 
of the embarrassment of Winchester through 
the newspapers, and on telegraphing inquiries 
was led to believe the storm would be weathered. 
At the same time the Eastern lawyer was here 
working up the case of the Eastern creditors, 
and these attachments were like thunder from a 
clear sky to Mr. Monroe, who thinks the move 
ment was made to press a settiement of Win- 
chester’s indorsement of the paper of Goulding, 
a Marlborough (Mass.) dealer in waste. The at- 
tachments are for sums aggregating $37,500, 
with interest from November and Decem- 
ber on notes given the Fitchburg and Rallston 
National Bank and the International Trust 
Company of Boston as collateral to secure Win- 
chester’s indorsement of the Goulding paper. 
The assignment is to protect the property of 
Monroe Brothers & Co., which is somewhat 
widely scattered through branch lumber compa- 
nies in Salem, Painesville, Alliance, and Clinton, 
Ohio, and Ann Arbor, Mich. W. R. Monroe made 
an individual assignment also. C. W. Monroe, 
of Bay City, Mich., to-night took possession of 
all the property of Mouroe Brothers & Co. under 
a chattel mortgage for $35,000.

JAMES D. WARREN BURIED. 


A SIMPLE FUNERAL ATTENDED BY MANY 
SINCERE MOURNERS. 

BuFFALo, N. Y., Dec. 20.—All that is mor 
tal of James D. Warren now lies in the tomb. 
His funeral to-day was marked by that same 
simplicity and lack of ostentation which were 
his characteristics during life. The house over- 
flowed with distinguished mourners. Delegates 
from various political organizations and from 
the Press Club were present. The features of 
the dead man, though bearing traces of the wast- 
ing effect of his long and trying illness, were natu- 
ral asin life. The expression of the face was one of 
dignity and tranquillity, and conveyed the idea 
of serene repose. A wreath of immortelles la 
at the foot of the casket. In accordance wit 
the known wishes of Mr. Warren, the floral 
tributes. though very choice, were few and aim- 
ple. A beautiful design in purple blossoms and 
immortelles was the offering of the Commereal 
employes; a large broken floral columu was the 
tribute of a number of the political friends of 
the Republican leader. Then there were wreaths 
and pillows from others, which were placed near 
the casket. 

In_ compliance with a desire expressed before 
Mr. Warren’s death there was no choir singing 
at the service. The Rev. T. Ralston Smith de 
livered the funeral address. By the expressed 
wishes of the family he refrained from an ex- 
tended eulogy of the deceased. Many men prom- 
inent in State and national affairs were present, 
among them the Hon. Levi P. Morton, United 
States Senator Warner Miller, Congressman John 
B. Weber, Judge A.S. Draper, State Superintend- 
ent of Education; ex-Congressman James &.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


LYCEUM THEATRE. 

Miss Danvray, in want of something new 
to fill out the holiday season at the Lyceum, for 
Mr. Bronson Howard's long expected comedy is 
not yet ready, put forward last night “ A Scrap 
of Paper,” by Mr. Palgrave Simpson, a bright 
and ingenious comedy that retains much of the 
spirit and elegance of its French original,Sardou's 
“Les Pattes de Mouche.” This play has been 
prominentin late years in the repertory of Wal- 
lack’s, where it long since superseded an earlier 
version of Sardou’s work called ‘“ Henriette,” 
made by the late FE. }. Wilkins. At Wallack’s 
the characters of Prosper Couramont, the impu- 
dent man-of-the-world, and Suzanne, the 
woman who proves his match in audacity 
and smartness, have been acted, with- 
in the memory of very young playgoers 
with humorous vivacity, refinement, and a 
flash of romantic fervor by Mr. Lester 
Wallack and Miss Rose Coghlan. Last 
evening these parts were sustained by Mr. Ed- 
ward H. Sothern and Miss Dauvray. The task 


of the younger players was made more difficult 
by the inevitable comparison of their work with 
that of their predecessors, yet both were suc- 
cessful, though notin an equal degree, for Mr. 
Sothern as Couramont made a positive hit 
by his delightfully fresh and_ original 
treatment of the hero's character, while 
Miss Dauvray’s Suzanne, that lacked nothing 
in the way of sprigitliness and humor, was de- 
ficient in depth and brilliancy. Her manner was 
sharp and brittle, and the fascinating charm and 
tendervess that distinguished Miss Coghian’s 
portrayal of Suzanne, one of the best things that 
accomplished aciress has yet done, was al- 
most wholly wanting. These defects did 
not seem to be entirely due to Miss 
Dauvray’s somewhat limited powers of 
expression, for her treatment of the part 
was generally consistent with a clearly de- 
fined but rather superficial conception of 
it. She evidently looks upon Sardou’s strong- 
minded heroine as a shallow though self-pos- 
sessed woman, of large experience, and little 
sentiment. The fact is, Suzanne is senti- 
mental above everything else; ber ro 
wantic temperament leads her to do bat- 
tle with Couramont, and having engaged 
in the contest it is inevitable that she 
should fall in love with him. Yet Miss Dauvray 
makes little of the development of Suzanne's 
passion, and seems to treat her betrothal at the 
nénonement.as ajoke.. The hysterical speeches 
to Glaciere, in the moment of Louise’s peril, were 
exaggerated to the limit of farce, while really, if 
the play means anything at all, the situatien is 
very serious. Miss Dauvray’s Suzanne in short 
is amusing and lively; but devoid of sentiment 
and tenderness. 

Mr. Sothern’s performance of Couramont, on 
the other hand, is perfectly well conceived, nat- 
ural, and adequate. Its defects last evening, 
slight enough to be forgotten in the contempla- 
tion ofits merits, were owing to the bervousness 
he felt, not unuaturally, on his first appear- 
ance in a character closely associated 
with the fame of an eminent comedian. 
But __sihis grasp of the part was 
firm and comprehensive, his treatment of it new 
and intelligent; he revealed every side of the 
hero’s nature suggested by the dramatist, and 
his acting was marked by eloquence, tenderness, 
and humor. When he overcomes his timidity 
his Prosper Couramont will be a_ finished 
and brilliant piece of acting. Miss Dau- 
vray’s presentation of “A Scrap of Paper” 

uts Mr. Sothern's talent, already recognized, 
jin a new light. Hitherto he hes depicted only 
the tongue-tied modern Londoner, sound-hearted, 
putaslavetoform. Very few phrases uttered 
by the gay French adventurer last night, recalled 
the Captain Gregory of * One of Our Girls.” The 
young comedian had assumed an entirely new 
identity, and in speech. action, and personal ap- 
pearance was a totally different being. Mr. 
Sothern unquestionably inherits some of his 
famous father’s ability, and, what is quite as 
necessary, possesses the industry and tact needed 
to put his powers to use. 

The stolidity and gruffness of Mr. Whiting as 
the Baron were effective, and Miss Ellie Wilton 
was satisfactory as the Baroness. Miss Enid 
Leslie was that coy young thing, Mathilde, and 
Mr. Pikott had a comical make-up as_ Bris- 
mouche, “A Scrap of Paper” will be visible at 
the Lyceum for a fortnight or longer, 


STAR THEATRE. 

Mr. Robert Downing began an engage- 
ment at the Star Theatre last evening, acting in 
Dr. Bird’s prize tragedy ‘‘ Spartacus, the Giadi- 
ator.” Mr. Downing in escaying to follow in the 
footsteps of Forrest and McCullough has under- 
taken a task of great magnitude and question- 
able issue. There is semething, however, to be 
won in all professions by hardihood. It was a 
great Frenchman who remarked: “* The secret of 
success is audacity, audacity, always audacity.” 
All the audacity in the world, however, would 
not have availed Mr. Downing had he not 
been gifted with proportions of generous ampili- 


tude. He has the neck and shoulders of an At- 
las, and the legs look strong enough to help the 
neck and shoulders bear the weight of a world. 
But the sinews of his warlike arms are some- 
what too heavily overlaid with the unctuous fat 
of piping times of peace, and he is, like Sir John 
Falstaff, something too creat of girth, suggest- 
ing the possibility that gladiators in their native 
Thracian hills fed on something richer than 
goats’ milk. Mr. Downing should go into train- 
ing and make his body what nature designed it 
to be—a very fine piece of human architecture. 
The young actor has a handsome face, a 
naturally dignified carriage, and a rich voice. 
It can he easily seen that thus equipped 
Mr. Downing could hope to handle 
fairly well sosimple a character as that of Spar- 
tacus and with a public grown somewhat un- 
familiar with the heroic methods of elder days to 
achieve popular success. Spartacus is not a 
personage of psychical complexity, his passions 
being of the ruder, elemental nature which be- 
long to manhood endowed with extreme phys- 
ical power and small subtlety of intellect. Love, 

hate, revenge, and brute force in their most di- 
rect expressibns are not difficult of simulation, 
but withal may have a very powerful effect upon 
an audience. Mr. Downing did not fail to move 
the assembly in the Star Theatre last 
evening, and there were periods dur- 
Ing the play when the applause was 
much more tumultuous than any recently 
heard in this city, and at the close of the play he 
wascalled out and compelied to make a brief 
speech of thanks. There were moments of real 

* and well depicted feeling in Mr. Downing’s per- 
formance, and in these was to be seen the true 
promise of his future. That he will at some 
perhaps not distant day be an actor of genuine 
power seenis not unreasonable to expect. His 
company deserves little praise. Mr. Henry 
Aveling was for the most part an unintelligible 
Phasarius, though his return alone to his broth- 
er’s camp was well acted, and he died most coim- 
mendably. Miss Willet, who rejoices in a strange 
and unnecessary first name, was the Sonona; 
Mr. Frank Lane the. Crassus, and Mr. John 
$winburne the Bracchius. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Last evening’s representation of ‘Tristan 
and Isolde” suinmoned to the Metropolitan 
Opera House the usual large, attentive, and, 
when opportunity permitted, enthusiastic 
sudience. The performance was as earnest 
and as forceful as in the past.

A BLAZE IN WESTCHESTER. 


THE ENGINE HOUSE OF THE CATHOLIC 
PROTECTORY DESTROYED. 

Westchester County had one of the most 
disastrous fires inita history last night. One of 
the largest, and probably the most useful build- 
ings on the premises of the New-York Catholic 
Protectory, in the village of Van Nest, was 
burned, involving a loss roughly estimated at 
$50,000, and paralyzing the motive power in all 
mechanical departments of the institution. 
Fortunately the buildings on the grounds are 


separated by wide open spaces. Had it not been 
for this fact the conflagration would doubtless 
have ruined the entire valuable property. 

The burned structure was a two-story brick 
building, erected 10 years ago. It was 200 feet 
long by 100 feet deep. facing the Harlem Divis- 
ion of the Central Railroad, and stood within a 
stone’s throw of the railway station and tracks. 
Under the roof of this building were the engine 
house, machine, carpenter, and blacksmith’s 
shops and the stocking and chair factories. 

The fire broke out in @ mysterious manner in 
the stocking factory about seven o’clock. 
The discovery was prompt, but owing to 
the combustible material in the  build- 
ing the flames made rapid progress. 
The Protectory Fire Brigade, with its 
limited and inadequate facilities, got into ac- 
tion quickly, and as speedily as possible were re- 
enforced by engines, hose, and hook and ladder 
companies from the village proper, a quarter of 
a mile back,and also from Morrisania, West 
Farms, and West Chester. 

There was plenty of water on the premises, 
but the united efforts of all the apparatus 
and hundreds of volunteers. coul not 
satay the fiames. They raged fiercely until 
midnight, and at that hour the tire was eating its 
way into 1,200 tons of coal stored in the cellar.

MEK. WALSH'S REWARD. 


HE EXPECTS TO RECEIVE THE WARDEN- 
SHIP OF THE TOMBS. 

It is not thought that ex-Alderman Thom- 
as P. Walsh resigned his Congressional aspira- 
tions in favor of Lloyd &. Bryce, the son- 
in-law of ex-Mayor Cooper, for  noth- 
ing. It was generally admitted yesterday 
that for his self-denial he was to receive 
some return in the shape of an appointment as 
Warden of the Tombs, and that Warden Finn, 
who has held that position for almost nine years, 
was to be promoted tothe position of Superin- 
tendent of the City Prisons, an office recently 
created by the Department of Public Charities 


and Correction. The Board of Charity Commis- 
siopers held a brief meeting yesterday morning, 
and after it they announced that they had come 
to no conclusion in regard to achangein the 
Wardenship of the Tombs. They would notdeny, 
however, that such a’change was under discus- 
sion and would probably be made. 

There is no doubt but Mr. Walsh’s retirement 
from the Congressional candidacy was, in the 
eyes of his friends, a decided setback, but those 
who knew Walsh were confident that he had 
not retired for nothing. In the Seventh 
Congressional Convention he caused a dead- 
lock by standing up for himself against Col. 
John Re Fellows, whom he denounced as a 
“ carpet-bagger,” but he retired gracefully from 
the contest at the instigation of ex-Mayor 
Cooper in favor of Mr. Bryce, and it was gener- 
ally conceded that the political game of chess 
would give him an ample move forward as balm 
for his disappointed hopes. 

Warden Finn would not say positively yester- 
day that he hoped for promotion, but he pointed 
to his nine years of service in the Tombs, during 
which period no prisoner had escaped, and his 
nine years’ previous service on the police force 
of the city as ample reason why some recogni- 
tion should be made of his work. He evidently 
expected a change, 

Commissioner of Charities Henry H. Porter 
would not admit Jast night that the hoard had 
seriously considered any name for the succession, 
but he would not deny that “Fatty” Walsh’s 
claims had force with them, and that no other 
than Warden Finn was thought of for the new 
office of Superintendent of City Prisons.

OATTLE MEN EMBARRASSED. 


A LARGE FIRM MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT 
OF CATTLE AND RANCH. 

Datias, Texas, Dec. 20.—Much surprise 
was occasioned in cattle dealing circles here 
to-day by the announcement that Peacock 
Brothers, of Colorado City, had made an 
assignment to creditors of all their ranch 
interests and were financially embarrassed 
to the extent of at leust $300,000, and 
perhaps more. The assignment was made 
late Saturday evening, and an attempt was 
made to keep the news out of the newspapers. 
but the collapse leaked out this afternoon. The 
assignment was made to John Walker, a brother- 
in-law to one of the Peacocks. The suspended 
firm was regarded until recently as one_of 
the most solid in the cattle business. One 
of the principal creditors is C. E. Kellogg, of 
Oshkosh, Wis., to whom is due $80,000. There 
are other heavy liabilities against the firmin 
Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, and also in 
Texas. Aboutamonth agoan attachment was 
sued out against Peacock Brothers in the court 
at Colorado City by certain stockholders in the 
main Concho Land and Cattle Company for 
$55,000, but the parties interested kept it out of 
the papers. The Peacocks lived over that trou- 
ble, and brought suit against the attaching par- 
ties for $100,000, and this litigation is still pend- 
ing.

NEW OWNERS AND NEW NAME. 

CuHIcAGo, Dec. 20.—The sale of the Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Road to the Atchison Com- 
pany was confirmed to-day in an official an- 
nouncement made by Norman Williams, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago, Santa Fé and California 
Railway Company. The road will hereafter be 
designated as the Chicago Division of the Chicago 


Santa Fé and California Railway. F. E. Hinck- 
ley, the tormer President of the Chicago and St. 
Louis, is named as the General Manager, A. H. 
Crocker, General Superintendent; J. B. Maloney, 
General Freight Agent, and A. M. Hinckley, 
Auditor. The general offices will be at Chicago. 
The Chicago, Santa Fé and California was re- 
cently incorporated to build a line from Streat- 
or, Til., to Fort Madison, Iowa, on the Mississip- 
pi River, where it will connect with the Chicago 
extension of the Atchison from Kansas City. 
It is understood that the above title will in time 
be assumed for the entire Atchison system 
as more distinctive and Jess local than that of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, The Chicago 
and St. Louis is to be extended from Streator, 
lil., through Galesburg to Fort Madison, and 
also from Pekin.

At the long 
tables the other gentlemensatdown quickly and 
opened the bill of fare, which bore on its face in 
green print “Banquet tenderea to Justin Mc- 
Carthy, member of Parliament, by the citizens 
of Philadelphia.” The menu card was tied with 
abitof green satin ribbon. On the menu there 
was “small paté & la Erin,” boiled Kenne- 
bee salmon & la _ Justin, and sorbet a la 
McCarthy. As Mr. McCarthy said in 
his speech, the banquet was a perfect success in 
every detai)]. Ittook nearly three hours to go 
the pleasant journey from ‘Blue Points” to 
Sauterne, to coffee, cigars, and cognac. At the 
head of the room, right at Mr. McCarthy’s back, 
hung a huge shield of red, white, and blue im- 
mortelles, and across the three stripes, in green 
immortelles, was the single word “ McCarthy.”

POWDERLY AND POLITICS. 


HE DECLINES TO MAKE POLITICAL 
SPEECHES WHILE IN OFFICE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—General Master 
Workman Powderly has addressed a letter toa 
committee of the United Labor Party of this city, 
in reply to an invitation to address the conven- 
tion of that party this evening,in which he says: 


“T am sensible of the honor conferred in selecting 
me to act as speaker of the evening; and while un- 
der ordinary circumstances I would be pleased to 
lend my services in aid of the movement in which 
you are engaged. yet there are good and valid rea- 
sons why I should not réspond to the call thus made 
upon me. When the laboring people of New-York 
nominated Henry George for Mayor — acted 
independent of pery and without regard to the man 
that they placed at the head of the ticket. My name 
was used by partisans in New-York to stem the tide. 
It was urged that I wrote a letter against Henry 
George, and that I opposed the movement generally. 
I knew of no better way of giving the He to 
all of those false statements, and at the same 
time doing my _— toward the establish- 
ing of asentiment that would eventually tend to se- 
cure for labor some of the benefits that she asks for, 
than. to go in person and refute the charges. I did it 
and there my duty ended. In going to New-York on 
that occasion I made a departure from a rule that I 
have observed for some time and which I do not in- 
tend to break again, viz., not to speak at a political 
meeting again while I hold the position of chief offi- 
cer of the Knights of Labor. While it might be en- 
tirely proper for me to speak at such a meeting, yet 
it creates the impression that the order of the 
Knights of Labor is being drawn into the contest, and 
itis my duty to doall that lies in my power to keep the 
order over which I have been chosen to preside 
above the tide of partisan politics. At New-York I 
spoke as an individual voicing the sentiment of 
united labor and not as General Master Workman of 
the Knights of Labor. While I am General Master 
Workman | will never again occupy a place either 
as speaker or officer on a political platform. 

“T would advise yon not to take any action as a 
party. It seems to me that it becomes the duty of 
all interested to endeavor to educate the masses to 
free the ballot box from the degrading influences of 
the bribe giver and taker, as well as from that tool 
of monopoly—whisky.” 


HE GOT OLEOMARGARINE. 


THOUGH HE ASKED FOR BUTTER AT A 
RAILROAD RESTAURANT. 

Kinoston, N. Y., Dec. 20.—J. J. Sarogan, 
of Albany, is an “expert” agent of the State 
Dairy Association. His business is to detect 
grocers who sell oleomargarine for butter, and 
also to see that hotel and restaurant proprietors 
give butter to their guests when they ask for it. 


Sarogan appeared before Recorder Hussey in 
this city to-day and asked for and _ re 
ceived a warrant for the arrest of Will- 
iam H. Sommers, who runs the West Shore 
Railroad restaurant here. for putting 
oleomargarine on the tables instead of Sutter. 
Sarogan's complaint went back to Sept. 24, on 
which day, he swears, he ate oleomargarine, 
when it was butter that he asked and paid for. 
Sommers lives at Syracuse, where he now is. It 
is claimed that he is a member of the firm which 
conducts the restaurants at Weehawken, Syra- 
cuse, Buffalo, and elsewhere.

AFTER THE MISER'S MONEY 


TESTIMONY AS TO MR. WARD- 
_WELL’S TRANSACTIONS. 

&{R. CHICKERING’S BOND IN $825,000— 
A LETTER DESCRIBING PAINE’S LIFE 
—A PLAN THAT MISCARRIED. 

Before the cross-examination was begun 
fo the Surrogate’s Court yesterday of C. F. Chick- 
ering, the Administrator of James H. Paine’s 
estate, whe contests the claim of John H. Ward- 
well as legatee by virtue of an alleged lost will, 
ex-Gov. Chamberlain, on behalf of Mr. Wardwell, 
ealled attention to the fact that the court had 
made an order requiring Mr. Chickering to pro- 
vide a bond for twice the value of the estate, 
and had issued a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing him from disposing of any of the property 
until the bond had been filed. Before he could 
get any further Judge Russell, for the Adminis- 
trator, quietly remarked that Mr. Chickering had 
that morning given his bond for $825,000, and 
that the Surrogate had approved the same and 
dissolved the injunction. The bond is executed 
py tae American Security Company. 

Mr. Chickering then took the stand, and for 
two hours was subjected to a cross-examination, 
in which be reiterated with occasional fuller de- 
tails the story which he told last Wednesday. 
He had not filed any inventory of Paine’s estate 
as Administrator, because his lawyer, Mr. Swift, 
advised him to keep the matter quiet. Since he 
became Administrator he had paid about 
$11,000 or $12,000 of claims against the estate, 
and held the remainder in his possession. He 
denied ever having stated to a man named 
Crowe, or to another named Bailey, both of 


whom were formerly his employes, anything 
about the value of the contents of the package 
which Paine had left with bim for safe keeping. 

James M. Pelton, a pianoforte dealer, of No. 
28 East Fourteenth-street, identified a note from 
Paine, in which the latter urged payment of a 
demand note of $2,400, upon which the witness 
had borrowed money. He had business rela- 
tious with J. H. Wardwell and at one time it was 
agen thatthe witness’s son-in-law, J. W. Dan- 
els, should be Administrator of Paine’s estate. 
His impression was that a prior plan was that 
Wardwell should be the Administrator. He re- 
membered that, according to Wardwell, three out 
of the four heirs of Paine’s estate had signed a 
contract with Wardwell. He had heard from 
Wardwell of the existence of a willof which two 
Frenchmen were said to be witnesses. 

The following letter from Wardwell to Robert 
T. Paine, of Boston, was placed in evidence: 

JAN. 3, 1883. 

I sent you a postal card on receipt of your letter 
with postal order. I have attended to your brother's 
condition so faras to give him some clothing and 
have also given each day some money for his food. 
The amount is therefore exhausted. I have been 
trying to induce your brother to take some portion 
of his dividends at Chicago and use it for bisown 
personal comfort. He has about his person or de- 
posited somewhere money which he has not used, 
and there is a still larger amount lying idle and use- 
less at Chicago. He is afraid to move a step for fear 
he will invalidate a claim which he imagines 
he has on the Chicago Land Company tor 
changing their Directors without his assent. 
My lawyer tells me the whole thing is non- 
sense and the stockholders Janghea at his 
insane delusion. I am of your opinion under all 
circumstances, that he should be compelled to make 
use of his money or a portion of it, at least to give 
him suilicient food and clothing and a comfortable 
shelter. He has been suffering fora week from a 
bilious attack, and has grown weak under its effects. 
I tell him plainly that he has more the appearance 
of a pauper than a gentleman, such as he claims to 
be. We will not listen to reason, and is so miserly in 
spirit that he has become thoroughiy devoted to a 
hte of abstinence and penury, so long as his own 
money must be used to feed and clothe him. He is 
not admitted into society at all, and wanders about 
from place to place where he can get acrumbor a 
erust, when he is not with me or under my care. 
Such a state of mind is an anomaly, and it grows 
upon him yearly. JOHN H. WARDWELL. 

P.S.—A gentleman from California has been with 
us each day for sometime. He has noticed your 
brother, as he has met him occasionally. He says 
he is in the condition of Mr. Lick, of San Francisco, 
arich old miser, who was starving himself to death. 
He was finally put under guardianship by the 
courts, (this gentleman being one of them,) aud was 
compelled to fake care of himself and conduct him- 
self as aman ought to who was worth his millione. 
I know of no other way to compel your brother to 
nse his money for his comfort and sustenance. 

J. W. Daniels, son-in-law of the previous wit- 
ness, who had been a member of the Produce 
Exchange, but is now a collector, said that he 
remembered assisting at negotiations for a loan 
of $5,000 from Wardwell to Mr. Pelton out of 
funds belonging to J. H. Paine. After Paine’s 
death Wardwell was engaged in trying to obtain 
a contract from Paine’s heirs by which Ward- 
well was to receive a percentage of the estate. 
Wardwell said: ‘These people are poor, and 
maybe for $1,000 they can be bought out.” The 
contract was to give Wardwell half the estate, 
but a fourth heir, it was understood, was hold- 
ing out, and Wardwell said he could not lend 
Pelton the $5,000 until the contract was 
signed by all the heirs. Witness heard a 
discussion about a will that was to be wit- 
nessed by two Frenchmen, who, Wardwell said, 
had called upon him and said that they had seen 
such a will, which left them $400 each, anda 
legacy to Wardwell. Witness advised Wardwell 
that the Frenchmen were not competent to 
testify, being legatees. Wardwell asked witness 
whether he would become Administrator. He 
assented, and accompanied Wardwell to the 
office of Col. Allen, who instructed him in what 
he would need to qualify. He was advised to 
swear on information and belief that the estate 
was worth $200 and then a big bond would not 
be unecessary. They were ready to proceed when 
Wardwell was given notice that an Adminis- 
trator had been appointed. In February Ward- 
well told him that he had considerable evidence 
that would tend to prove the existence of a will 
bequeathing the property to him, but he hoped 
it would not be found because he feared it had 
not been signed. 

Under cross-examination the witness said that 
in none of the interviews with Wardwell did he 
receive the impression that there was a scheme 
on foot to set up a false will. His impression 
was that Wardwell was going to setup a will 
which had been drawn by Col. Allen and lost, 
and which Wardwell hoped would not be found 
bevause it had not been executed.

MANY CHARGES OF FRAUD. 


THE CONTEST ABOUT THE ESTATE OF 
JOHN PAINE. 

Litigation of a very peculiar and compli- 
cated kind is guing on in the Supreme Court re- 
specting the estate of John Paine, who died in 
November, 1885. The litigation is made pecul- 
jar by the wholesale charges of fraud made by 
William Paine, the grandson, heir at law, and 
legatee of the residuary estate of John Paine. 
By fraud, William Paine says, the estate of his 
grandfather has been reduced from hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to only about $60,000. 

The first charge of wrongdoing which he makes 
is against his grandfather’s widow, Caroline 
Paine, and against a number of other persons 
who he alleges conspired with her. The purpose 
of their conspiracy was to induce the old man 
to convey to his wife the valuable premises 
known as Nos. 7 and 9 Warren-street, and 
this purpose was effected in 1882, when 


John Paine was over 90 years old, and, 
William Paine says, was very weak, men- 
tally and physically. On the ground that 
his grandfather's infirmities were practiced 
upon by his wife that she might get possession 
of a large part of his estate and divert it from 
his other relatives, whom she disliked, William 
Paine asks the court to compel that lady to turn 
the Warren-street premises back to her husband's 
estate, to be used by his Executors in accord- 
ance with hia will, and also to compel her to ac- 
count for the profits she has derived from them 
since 1882. All the allegations of fraud 
having been denied by Mrs. Paine and 
ber alleged co-conspirators, L. Laflin Kellogg, 
counsel for William Paine, moved, at Chambers, 
that the case be tried on framed issues before a 
jury. Judge Barrett denied the motion yester- 
day on the ground that a jury trial should only 
be ordered if the Judge before whom the case 
comes for trial, at Special Term, wishes the ver- 
dict of a jury as an aid to his conscience. 

Judge Barrett also denied a motion made by 
William Paine and his wife that a judgment of 
foreclosure, obtained by Elizabeth Noble, be 
opened and they be allowed to show that the 
mortgage foreclosed was predicated on fraud. 
In May, 1885, they said John Paine, being then 
94 years old, blind, and weak-minded, was in- 
duced by the wrongful acts of Mrs. Noble, and of 
his confidential agent, Cyrus Sears, to ex- 
change premises bounded by ‘Tenth and 
Eleventh avenues and Sixty-third and Sixty- 
fourth streets for the apartment house, 
known as the Grenoble, at the corner of 
Seventh-avenue and Fifty-seventh-street. The 
former premises were worth $200,000, it was 
alleged, and were burdened with a mortgage for 
only $70,000, while the Grenoble and the land 
on which it stood were worth $400,000, but 
were incumbered with a mortgage for $300.000. 
As a further condition of the exchange it was 
said John Paine was induced to mortgage the 
Grenoble to Mrs. Noble for $70,000, 

It was this mortgage that Mrs. Noble sued to 
foreclose. When the suit came to trial, abouta 
month ago, William Paine and his wife did not 
appear to defend it and judgment was taken 
against them by default. It was this default 
they sought to overcome by the present motion, 
which was based on the ground that the specific 
evidence of fraudin the procurement of the ex- 
change of property and of the execution of the 
mortgage had not come to their knowledge until 
after the judgment was given against them. 
On this evidence, they said, they would urge thé 
court to set aside the mortgage, to order the ex- 
change to be annulled, to put the Eleventh-ave- 
nué premises back into the estate of John Paine, 
and to give them other appropriate relief. 

In denying the motion Judge Barrett said that 
while he would not characterize it as having 
been made in bad faith, although William Paine 
and his wife knew long ago the condition ot John 
Paine in 1885, yet it appeared to be the result 
of the stress of circumstances. It was nota 
proper one to grant in view of the fact that new 
parties had acquired interests iv the exchanged 
property. He therefore decided to sustain the 
ndgment of foreclosure, leaving Mr. and Mrs, 
Villiam Paine to whatever remedy they may 
have in a direct suit for damages growing out of 
the alleged fraud, orin a suit in equity. 











GOING OVER THE ESTIMATES. 
Birt Sees 
GIVING ADVICE TO THE BOARD OF ES- 
TIMATE—SCHOOL MANAGERS’ PLEAS. 
Ex-Judge Shannon gave the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment yesterday the 
benefit of his advice on the subject of the city 
budget. He gave a pretty clear idea of what he 
would do if he had charge of the matter, and 
his suggestions were mainly in the linc of re- 
form. He attacked the high-salaried office 
holders, and paid particular attention to the 
Board of Health. His strictures upon the Board 
of Education were chiefly confined to the fact 


that it cost over twice as much per year to edu- 
cate each pupil in the Normal College, and about 
eight times as much in the College of the City 
of New-York, as it costs in public schools. He 
thought the money expended on the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts and their assistants could 
be used to better advantage, and praised Mayor 
Grace for having appointed Mrs. Agnew and 
Miss Dodge as members of the School Board. 

School Commissioner Schmitt, following Mayor 
Grace’s suggestion, applied for an appropriation 
for industrial education. The matter was laid 
over. N, A. McKim spoke on the subject of pro- 
uiding municipal lodging houses. He said that 
although the Legislature had passed a bill pro- 
viding for these houses, no steps had been taken 
to carry out the intentions of the act. It was 
proposed to make the lodging houses self-sup- 
porting through the labor of the inmates. Presi- 
dent Porter, of the Department of Charities and 
Correction, said that sites for the proposed lodg- 
ing houses could be procured, but that nothing 
had been done, as no appropriation had been 
made by the city. Mr. Porter also said that he 
could rent two buildings on Ward’s Island from 
the Emigration Commissioners at $5,000 a year 
for the accommodation of 700 insane patients. 
The matter was laidover. President Webb, on 
behalf of the College of the City of New-York, 
said that inasmuch as it had been decided that 
no additional money could be appropriated to 
the use of the college than the sum named in the 
special legislative enactment, he felt called upon 
to ask for $150,000, the full sum authorized to 
be expended. The coliege estimate asked for 
and provisionally allowed amounted to $140,- 
000. This matter was also laid over. 

Kilian Van Rensselaer, President of the San- 
itary Aid Society, appeared as champion of the 
Health Department. Asice from his support of 
Mr. Shaler’s buard, Mr. Van Rensselaer’s re- 
marks were principally directed to praising the 
society with which he 1s connected. With refer- 
ence to the reduction of the appropriation for 
supplies to the Department of Charities and Cor- 
rection, Mayor Grace said that the surrounding 
country sent tramps to this city tobe cared for, 
and reduction of the appropriation would make 
the Commissioners more discriminating.

Resolved, That the assessment for the coming sea- 
son be fixed at $300 per share, with power given to 
the Executive Committee to call for a further assess- 
ao not to exceed $100 per share, in case of neces- 
sity.

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PARRY WANTS JUSTICE 


BUT WILE ‘MAKE. THE: LAW 
HIS LAST RESORT. 
DETERMINED, HOWEVER, UPON THE RE- 
MOVAL OF THE STIGMA OF INCOM- 

PETENCY—THE BALLET GIRLS, 

William Parry, the Englishman with a 
record of 191, years as stage manager in operatic 
companies and a longlist of testimonials as to 
his efficiency and trustworthiness, who was dis- 
charged by the management of the National 
Opera Company fur alleged incompetency, great- 
ly to the surprise and indignation of his many 
friends, arrived in this city trom Chicago yester- 
day morning. With his particular friend, Signor 
Buchignani, he called upon Lawyer Eaton, who 
represents the opera company ina legal way, in 
the afternoon. Mr. Parry said he telt hurt by 
the stigma cast upon his reputation by the 
frivolous reasons givén’for his dismissal, and 
unless full reparation-was made he proposed to 
go to law for}justice. ~He demanded reinstate- 
ment as stage manager, and said that then if his 
services were not required he would cheerfully 
resignon paymentof the balance due for his 
contract. He was engaged for 25 weeks at $75 

er week and has received pay for four weeks. 

awyer Eaton saidhe had no authority to ac- 
cept those terms, but would endeavor to cail a 
meeting of the Board of Directors for Monday 
next, when the Brooklyn engagement begins, in 
order that formal action may be taken. A quo- 
rum of the board is seven. Mr. Parry asked the 
privilege of appearing in personon that occa- 
sion and making a statement. He was told to 
make an application in writing-and it would be 
submitted to the members of the board. If they 
acquiesced, he would receive notice when to ap- 
pear. Untilthe board acts Mr. Parry says he 
will remain dumb. 

The actual cause for Mr. Parry’s dismissal is 
understood to be Stage Director Hock. Just 
what the difterence is between a stage director 
and a stage manager cannot be learned in oper- 
atic circles. It is premised on good authority 
that the stages on which the National Opera 
Company appeared were not large enough for 
Messrs. Hock and Parry, so to speak. Neither 
would play second fiddle,so the management 
having made contracts with both men undertook 
to conciliate the two by creating the office of 
stage director. This didn’t work; so when the 
managers found that the stage executives 
clashed continually it was decided to 
get rid of one of them. It did 
not take long to decide whose head should be 

laced on the block. Hock is a German and 

arry is English, The National Opera Company 
has a chorus of about 80, and more than two- 
thirds are Germans. The native force is com- 
paratively small. Theodore Thomas, the Pres- 
ident and chief director, isa German also. This 
is all that is necessary to explain why Mr. Parry 
was disiniased. The managers made a mistake 
in not asking for his resignation and by dis- 
charging him for *incompetency.” If neces- 
sary,-Parry’s friends say, it will be a very easy 
matter for him to prove the absurdity of the al- 
legation, and his testimony will drop like a 
bomb in the camp of the badly managed opera 
company. 

Lawyer Eaton said yesterday that he had 
raised a fund by subscription for the poor Italian 
ballet girls discharged for incompetency, and 
they will be sent home. They were manifestly 
delighted on being told of this. It has been said 
that the girls blame Mr. Parry for bringing them 
to a strange country and leaving them stranded 
“They certainly have no reason to make me a 
target,” Mr. Parry said when his attention was 
ealled to the matter. ‘* Manager Locke cabled 
me at London to take charge of 38 ballet girls 
who would arrive from Milan and bring them 
over by the first Inman Line steamer, as yaneeae 
by that line had been secured. I made inquiry 
at the Inman Line office in London, and on pre- 
senting credentials received 38 second class 
tickets. When the ballet girls arrived it lacked 
nine hours of sailing time. No provision had 
been made for their entertainment and accom- 
modation on shore, and I found that they were 
without means. I asked them what they 





proposed to do in the meantime, 
and they cast themselves upon me. 
lt was an extraordinary situation, and I 


did what I could consistent with my means. In 
the first place, I hired 10 carriages, bundled 
them inside, and headed the procession to an 
Italian restaurant. There I made the best ar- 
rangements I could to give each one a hearty 
dinner, including a bottle of wine. They ex- 
pressed their gratitude in a most embarrassing 
way, for Il am married, you know. Their care in 
London cost.me a good many pounds. On going 
aboard the steamer some of them gotinto the 
steerage by mistake, and came to me protesting. 
{sawthe purser and showed him the tickets, 
whereupon he put the troupe where 
they belonged—in the intermediate section. 
The accommodations were satisfactory. It 
was then found that the party numbered 
40 persons, instead of 38. as ticketed, and I was 
obliged to make another levy on my private 
pirse. It seems that some of the girls hada 
relative—an elderly woman with a child—whom 
they were trying to smuggle over. They had 
succeeded in passing the train guards, but were 
uot successful with the s{samer’s vigilant offi- 
cers. The smugglers were very grateful to me, 
and the woman, who is now employed in a 
Third-avenue Italian café, promised to reim- 
burse me from her earnings. These are facts, 
and I leave the public tojudge how much truth 
there isin the complaint. The girls passed out 
of my charge on arriving here, and I had nothing 
whatever to do with their discharge,” 

Mr. Parry was asked about the prospects of 
the National Opera Company and said: “ There 
is not the ghost of a chance of the organization 
going to smash. It will outlive many of those 
who think otherwise. It is stronger to-day 
financially than ever before, and by reason 
of the strict economy recently injected 
through Mrs. Thurber's direction is growing 
stronger’ every week. Everything possible 
is being done to curtail expenses now, 
and there will be a good showing at 
the end of the season. The company opened in 
Chicago with ‘ Aida’ and drew an audience that 
literally packed the Columbia, and that very 
night Patti was singing in another theatre. 
Make no mistake about the stability of the Na- 
tional Opera Company; it is here to stay.” 

Mme. Fursch-Madi and husband arrived here 
from Chicago yesterday and went on to Boston 
last night, where the prima donna will sing in 
the Philbarmonic concerts to-day and Thursday. 
She has not left the opera company and will 
rejoin it in Brooklyn next week.
